the appeal which those gentlemen make for funds to 
the extent of £6,000, whereby these hapless migrants may 
be maintained in this country pending their being able to 
proceed to America will, we hope, be fully and speedily 
responded to. Messrs. N. M. Rorwscuinp and Sons, with their 
traditional beneficence, have headed the subscription list with 
the substantial sum of £500, and the example thus given should be 
followed throughout the community. The sum is not a large 
one in itself, but, relatively to the great number of calls just 
now upon the communal pocket, and the urgent needs of other 
brothers and sisters in Eastern Europe, the amount is a 
considerable one. But we believe that the exquisite hardship 
which has befallenthese poor people will move all hearts. This is not 
the moment to say what we feel in respect to the immigration law 
at present in force in the United States, whereby immigrapt> 
are admitted by quota. Our contributor “ Mentor” refers to it in 
his causcrie this week, and quotes an instance that recently occurred 
which, as he rightly says, surpasses the tragic and becomes somethine 
that, despite the misery and pain of it, invites nothing but langhte: 
and ridicule. There is much, too, in what he says about the 
necessity for this question of immigration into every country being 
fixed by some international agreement; though it occurs to us as 
doubtful whether, as he suggests, the League of Nations is the mos’ 
likely body for instituting such anarrangement. That it ought to b 
is, of course, another question.

Zionists and the Churchill Statement. 


Tue Zionist Review is, as our readers are doubtless aware, the 
official organ of the English Zionist Federation. It is, moreover. 
regarded in Zionist circles as especially voicing the views of Dy. 
WEIZMANN and the Executive of the World-Organisation. Our con- 
temporary’s current issue contains an illuminating article entitled, 
“The Line of Zionist Policy.” It is almost in the nature of « 
manifesto and, having regard to the position in Zionis\ 
quarters which the paper occupies and to which we have alluded, 
the article reads very much like a pronouncement, if not supplied 
or inspired by the Zionist leaders then at least written 
with complete knowledge of Dr. WrIZMANN’S views and in 
near accord with them. ‘The burden of the article deals with the 
Churchill Statement, and repeats in other words what DR. WEI“ ANN 
said the other day: “that Mr. CHURCHILL'S limitations do not prevent 
the development of our activities in the reconstruction of our National 
Home.” ‘That we imagine is strictly true, because everything 
in the sentenca depends upon what “activities” there are for 
“development.” Our contemporary, however, does not seem in 
much doubt upon a far more important point, and that is the effect 
which the White Paper mast inevitably have on the development of 
the National Home. For it expressesitself as being as anxious as we 
have always been to get rid of the Churchill Statement, and to 
prociaim that in this matter. Zionism must abide not by principles 
enunciated by the late COLONIAL Secretary, but by those to which 
the League of Nations sought to give effect in the Mandate, 

We stand by the terms of the Mandate, as the solemniy 
guaranteed and internationally recognised charter of our national 


development in Palestine ( Zionist Review), The 


(gays the 
Mandate is the document on which we shall continue to 
base our claims in Palestine. 


To bs sure, in the practical 
application of the Mandate, the Mandatory Power has interpreted 
its obligations and our rights in a manner which falls short 
both of the promises which had once been heid out to us and of 
the aspirations we had tiereby been encouraged to pursue; but we 
do not recognise that the restrictions on Jewish national develop- 
ment enunciated and set in motion by the White Paper are of a 
permanent character, nor are we without hope that in certain 
material respects we shall in the near futare be able to influence the 
British authorities to a higher conception of Jewish claims in 
Palestine. 


Well, that is just what we have urged for months past about the 
White Paper. It is a view for expressing which we have been 
denounced as “extremists,” as helping to wreck the Zionist 
Movement, and to make of the rebuilding of Palestine a failure. We 
are not sure, but if our memory serves us aright, we believe the 
Zionist Revicw itself has sometimes joined in the chorus of our 
condemnation; and we are, therefore, naturally glad to iind 
this important exponent of official Zionism not merely coming 
round to our views—that is of trifling consideration—but of 
ranging itself once again upon the sure and certain rock of the 
principles of Jewish Nationalism. We have no desire to press 
the matter too far. We recognise the difficulty which, placed as it 
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is, our contemporary has in getting over the signing of con+' 
currence with the Churchill Statement by the Executive of the: 


Organisation, an important branch of which it so ably represents. 


We prefer to leave these things to develop upon lines which we 
all along knew they would be bound sooner or later to follow, 
unless there were a breaking away from the whole position which 
Zionism has taken up throughout its history... For our part; we 
never had the remotest doubt that the Churchill Statement, the 


acceptance of which was imposed upon the Executive by’ 


force, by bullying threats and blatant bluff, was, as we said 
when it first saw the light, not alone a denial of the 
principles of Zionism, but a revocation of the promise 
contained in the Balfour Declaration and a_ renunciation of 


the terms upon which the Mandate was conferred upon Great) 


Britain. We welcome the sign which our contemporary shows, that 
the Executive is harking back to principles and policy from which 
it should never have swerved. An abiding by. those principles and 


a standing by that policy would, we concede, have meant*con-* ~~ 


siderable trouble and a reversion to them will, we fear, involve 
much anxiety for the Movement,

Russian Anti-Religious Legislation. 


A vusrecn discussion occurred at the meeting of the Council ~ 


of the Anglo-Jewish Association on Sunday on this subject. We 


are pleased to observe that the opinica of the Council was in favour ~ 


of not taking separate action as Jews in this unfortunate matter. 


Mr. IsAAc SELIGMAN took the view thit we have ventured eversince ~ 
the first letter was sent to the Soviet authorities on the subject by — 
Mr. Liveren Wonr. We, of course, have no more sympathy than. 


anyone else with the abominable retrogressive legislation of the 
Soviets, or with the manner in which it is being enforced; nor 
are we less alive, we hope, than anyone else to the “infinite 
damage that will accrue to the growing generation of our brethren 


in Russia—and not in Russia alone—if the Jewish young there are ~ 


compelled to grow up without instruction in the .duties of their 


religious faith and the knowledge of -Judaiém “essential 
well-being in life of any Jew. But we cannot ignore the fact 


that, as Mr. SELIGMAN pointed out, this miserable legisiation is 
directed not against Jews only. It is true that Jews may suffer 
more than those of other faiths from it—the Jew usually suffers 
more keenly than others from any injustice of ‘which he is the 
common victim. 
the land, affecting all peoples of the land, it sesms to us 
n mistake to regard it as a_ specifically Jewish grievance 
demanding specific Jewish action. For one thing, we have never 


been able to see how such action, as for instance, letters of | 


indignant protest from the Joint Foreign Committee, was going to 
mend matters. It is inconceivable that the Soviet Government 
would alter its deplorable legislation, undertaken be it noted in 
deference to a principle, albeit a thoroughly bad one, merely because 
the Joint Committee denounced it to the authors of it. We should 
have thought that if specific Jewish action were desirable or 
needed, then it should have been undertaken in conjunction with 
the Jews of other countries, and particularly with the American 
Jewish Committee. But in our view, if anything is to be done at all, 
the best hope of success resides in a general protest uttered in 
the name of Religion. Here again, however, we are sure that 
even such a protest should not proceed from this country alone, but 
should if possible be the result of the united opinion of the civilised 
world. Such a protest, we are convinced, the Soviet Government 
would not ignore, and that, after all, is the point to be aimed at. We 
observe that some members of the Council expressed their sense of 
hardship that, in-face of this dire desecration of Religion and the 
insult involved to all religious sentiment, they should be doing 
nothing. Everyone will sympathise with that feeling, but in most 
matters if is far better to do nothing than to do the wrong 
thing. Ill-conceived action may end only in exacerbating the 
situation that it attempts to modify. We believe that these 
considerations apply with particular force to this question of 
Russian anti-religious legislation and that, in the circumstances, 
it needs the wariest and most carefal handling lest the last estate 
prove worse than the first.

 Blind-Alley Work. 


By Mentor. 


ERTAINLY, and without doubt, the £6,000 that is being 
asked for in order to support the two hundred and fifty 
refugees from Eastern Europe, who have become stranded 
in England, must be forthcoming. The details of their 

exquisitely hard case are told in the appeal that has been issued on 
their behalf. Having regard to the influential nature of the wgis 
under which the appeal is made, there should be little doubt 
about its success, even in the circumstances and times in which 
we are placed. Still, £6,000 in these days, and with the jostling, 
chaotic crush of applications to the charitable disposition of the 
community, needs getting together. I say that in order to 
emphasise what I have so often thought, that we Jews 
put so much energy into worthy labour of the nature demanded 
by the plight of these poor refugees, that we leave ourselves 
pone for a subjective view of the work which we are thus 
cailed upon to perform. We see—and it is but natural—only 
helpless, hopeless brothers and sisters whose pitiable condition is 
heart-rending. We fly at once to our pockets, and we demand that 
others shall do likewise. ‘Lhere is a.conflagration, and we rush for 
water with which to quench it. We summon urgently the fire 
brigade, and we do not stop to consider what was the cause of the 
destruction. And weputso much work into meeting the immediate 
necessities of the situation, that when the flames have been beaten 
out we are too exhausted to ask why was there anv burning at all. 
so. we go on from disaster to disaster, from conflagration to con- 
jlagration, from burning to burning, from flame to flame, always 
striving to.combat the immediate danger and the momentary evil, 
and never asking ourselves; why is this evil ?—the first pre!iminary 
to our discovering some means of prevention, 


Momentary_ Help. 


‘To-day it is abunch of emigrants beacbed on theirjourney, andwe 
rush to their assistance. Yesterday (and it is still so to-day), it was 
the borrible holocaustof human life in the Ukraine, and we have poured 
out relief as and when we could, The other day it was our brethren 
under Tsarist Russia for whom a gigantic relief fund bad to be 
raised, and in recent memory there have been refugees from Belgium 
in this country and refugees from Palestine in Egypt; and although 
these were directly caused by the cruel and bitter circumstances of 
the war, they are in alignment with all the disasters of a like 
nature in Jewry, in the assuaging of which every Jew, worthy so to 
be called, feels in honour bound to take his part. But let us turn 
for a moment from the immediate palliatives and the urgent help 
that is from time to time needed, and let us ask ourselves, great 
and glorious as all this sort of work is: To what does it lead? 
it helps for the moment, and God knows that help is in such cases 
needed. But something more is surely needed, too—something that 
will tend to end this constant trouble, this constant smirch upon 
the name of Jew. For let there be no mistake about it; a pogrom 
in Eastern Burope, a population of Jews starving and helpless— 
that sort of thing does not help to raise, it gravely diminishes, the 
status of every Jew wherever he may live on earth. Must we always 
be an eternally suffering race? Must we always receive the slinus 
and arrows of outrageous fortune and do nothing but pay, pay, pay, 


and perchance in the very paying lay up the seeds of further and 
yet further trouble ? 


The Quota Tragi-Comedy. 


Take this case of these stranded refugees who ask through 
those who. are .appealing in their bebalf for a comparatively 
Small amount, in order that they may be seen through their 
trouble. What is tbeir trouble? In the first piace they are 
Jews, and it is because they are Jews that they cannot exist in 
the conditions reserved for the Jew in their native homes. They 
therefore made up their minds to go away. to America, where 
many of them have relatives and most of them have friends, where 
Several on their arrival will find a Landsmann, himself released 
from the conditions from which they are disengaging themselves, who 
will give them a hand to make their new life in their new home. But 
they have drifted to England on their way, and they cannot proceed 
further because America sets a bar against immigrants into the 
country by quota of nationalities. Thatis to say, only a certain per- 
centage of immigrants from various countries can land, represented 
by the number of inhabitants at present in America, whose origin 
was in the same various lands as that of the immigrants. Three 
per cent. is the present quota, and there are proposals afoot for 
reducing it. But it works out thus: suppose for instance that in 
America there are a thousand Ojibbeway Indians; then only 
thirty other Ojibbeways are allowed to come in, and not thirty-one, 
So excruciatingly harsh is this law that on occasion its character 
passes tragedy and becomes comedy. For human nature will, not 
stand tragedy beyond a certain point, and when things are past being 
sad men and women cease crying and set to laughing. Such a some- 
thing beyend the tragic bas recently occurred in connection with 
the immigration quota in America. 

A. week..or so ago aman and his wife with two child 


were wending their way over to America, the quota they would 
constitute having been certified as within the rule. The wife. how- 
éver, on board ship gave birth prematurely to achild, and on arriving 
at Ellis Island the family found the quota upset bythe unexpected new- 
comer,and were told that only four could euter. Puzzle— which should 
return? The husband? Then the wifeand children would be deprived 
of their breadwinner, The mother and three children ? How could they 
go backalone, untended, to homelessness ? Clearly there was nothing 
for it, but either for the authorities to allow them to wait in 
detention at Ellis Island until somehow the quota adjusted itself, 
or for all five to go back to the land from which they had 


released themselves. The poetic concept of the soul that had 
reached unto Heaven being flung down to Hell and eternal 


dumnation, were a puny thought compared with the sending 
back to conditions of Eastern Kurope Jews who had once managed 
to gain a footing in the land of freedom! And that is similarly the 
case wilh these stranded refugees at present in Eogland. 
They cannot proceed, because there has been some mistake made in 
respect to the quota admissible in America. When they started on 
their journey of hope, they were told that they could be admitted 
into the States because they came within the quota law. The mis- 
take was discovered when they were upon the high seas, and they 
were ran into Southampton where they are being housed and 


supported, pending the quota righting itself on the other side so that 
they may then move on. 


An International Question, 


Now, surely to anyone who thinks for a moment about this 
latest trouble—comparatively a mere flicker of distress when set 
against such borrors as have crowded upon Jewry during the 
last few years—more than one

Russian Anti-Religious Legislation.

of not taking separate action as Jews in this unfortunate matter. 


Mr. ISAAc SELIGMAN took the view thit we have’ ventured ever since ~ 
the first letter was sent to the Soviet authorities on the subject by — 


Mr. Lucrex Wor. We, of course, have no more sympathy than 
anyone else with the abominable retrogressive legislation of the 
Soviets, or with the manner in which it is being enforced; nor 
are we less alive, we hope, than anyone else to the ‘infinite 
damage that will accrue to the growing generation of our brethren 


in Russia—and not in Russia alone—if the Jewish young there are ~ 


compelled to grow up without instruction in .the duties of their 


religious faith and the knowledge of “essential 
well-being in life of any Jew. But we cannot ignore the fact. 


that, as Mr. SELIGMAN pointed out, this miserable legislation is 
directed not against Jews only. It is true that Jews may suffer 
more than those of other faiths from it—the Jew usually suffers 


more keenly than others from any injustice of which he is the ~ 
common victim. Since this legislation however is the daw of — 


the land, affecting all peoples of the land, it sesms to us 
n mistake to regard it as a_ specifically Jewish grievance 
demanding specific Jewish action. For one thing, we have never 


been able to see how such action, as for instance, letters of © 


indignant protest from the Joint Foreign Committee, was going to 
mend matters. It is inconceivable that the Soviet Government 
would alter its deplorable legislation, undertaken be it noted in 
deference to a principle, albeit a thoroughly bad one, merely because 
the Joint Committee denounced it to the authors of it. We should 
have thought that if specific Jewish action were desirable or 
needed, then it should have been undertaken in conjunction with 
the Jews of other countries, and particularly with the American 
Jewish Committee. But in our view, if anything is to be done at all, 
the best hope of success resides in a general protest uttered in 
the name of Religion. Here again, however, we are sure that 
even such a protest should not proceed from this country alone, but 
should if possible be the result of the united opinion of the civilised 
world. Such a protest, we are convinced, the Soviet Government 
would not ignore, and that, after all, is the point to be aimed at. We 
observe that some members of the Council expressed their sense of 
hardship that, in face of this dire desecration of Religion and the 
insult involved to all religious sentiment, they should be doing 
nothing. Everyone will sympathise with that feeling, but in most 
matters it is far better to do nothing than to do the wrong 
thing. Iil-conceived action may end only in exacerbating: the 
situation that it attempts to modify. We believe that these 
considerations apply with particular force to this question of 
Russian anti-religious legislation and that, in the circumstances, 
it needs the wariest and most careful handling lest the last estate 
prove worse than the first.

Srrk,—A cable has been received from the United States Government 
informing the Shipping Companies that the quota of Russian emigrants 
permitted to enter America up to the lst July next has been unexpectedly 
exhausted. 

This news was brought to groups of Jewish emigrants on their way 
from the Ukraine to America, when they were already on board ship in 
our ports and were looking forward to joining relatives. The result is 
that 250 Jewish emigrants, men, women and children, were stranded in 
Southampton and Liverpool with the prospect of being sent back to 
‘the Ukraine. 

The British Authorities have been approached and, realising the sad 
plight of these refugees, have given permission for them to remain here 
until July, provided that they are maintained by the Jewish community. 

As there was no time to be lost, a meeting was hurriedly convened 
and held at New Court on Wednesday, the 23th February. Those present 
unanimously agreed that funds ought to be found for keeping the 250 
refugees here in order to save them from being sent back. The passages 
of all these people are paid, their passports are in order, and they have 
been passed as fit by the Medical Officer of Health. The decision of the 
American Government has hada terrifying effect upon them, and Mr. 
Otto M. Schiff, who has visited the Hostel at Eastleigh, has been told 
raany heartrending stories of the sufferings and agony which they endured 
in the Ukraine. All of them are survivors of cruel pogroms and tho 
ravages of famine and disease, and to send them back homeless is surely 
out of the question. 

Reluctant as we are then to make another demand on the benevolence 
of the community, we bave felt it our duty in the circumstances to ask 
for £6,000. This sum will cover the cost of maintenance, and we are 
fortunate in boing able to state-that the Shipping Hostel at Eastleigh, 
equally with the Jews’ Temporary Shelter, is available without charge 
beyond the actual outlay for food.

The Eve of Passover. 
THE CHIEF RABBI'S INJUNCTIONS. 


The Ecclesiastical Authorities have issued the following regulations 
governing the preparation for the Festival of Passover : 

1. The Fast of the First-born, is to be kept on Thurs. 
day; and the Siywn BMD, if any, is to be heid ou the morning of that day. 

2. The ceremony of searching for leaven POM NPIS is to be per- 
formed on Thursday night; and the prescribed declaration NON 63 
will then be said. 

8. The burning of the leaven PON WS will take place on Friday 
morning at 10.30, as is done on every other Erey Pesach, but without 
reciting 5D. 

4. Chametz food and utensils must be cleared on Friday before the 
coming in of the Sabbath, reserving only sufficient Chametz food for the 
Friday eve and Sabbath morning meals. 

5. The MPOSHM on Sabbath morning will be at 4.15, after which no 
Ton of any sort may be partaken of. 

6. After the Hlafeakah meal the table cloth is to be well shaken and 
stored away with the other Chametz utensils. The N°YOR b> is then to 
be recited. Any bread left over from the meal should not be wasted or 
destroyed, but should be given away to a poor person, of course not a 
Jew or Jewess. 


7. Service in synagogue on Seder nights may be so arranged as to 
end with the time of the termination of the Sabbath.

United Synagogue Burial, etc., Charges. 
From Mr. E. Fiedler, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—MayI venture to trespass on your valuable space to ventilate 
a grievance against the Burial Society of the United Synagogue which, from 
my point of view, will be to the ultimate benefit of the community if 
remedied. I know that I am voicing the opinion of many who, for reasons 
best known to themselves, shirk giving it publicity. 


I have been a member of the New West End Synagogue since it was 
built, and on every bill have paid without any comment or protest 
something to the Burial Society, and yet on every occasion that I have 
had to take the responsibility of settling the account for a funeral, I have 
been imposed upon—why? I recently lost a relative in the country and 
had the body brought to town by a motor hearse, for which I was charged 
£17, and the quotation given me by one of the largest undertakers in the 
United Kingdom for the same thing was £1l—why this difference? Other 
items erroneously charged were, by the courtesy of Mr. Lazarus, one of 
the Treasurers of the Society, rectified, but this item remained. Then I 
ordered a tombstone to be erected on the ground I had bought and paid 
for, and was charged £2 2s. as afee tothe synagogue. I agreed again 
to the imposition, but to-day I asked the stonemason if I could have 
broken stones instead of evergreens, etc., and was told “Certainly, but 
there will be a further fee to pay to the synagogue.” This I felt to be 
the limit; hence my addressing you. 

My mother was buried at Willesden, and when a brother died in 
Australia, I wished to record the fact on her tombstone, and had to pay 
the synagogue a fee for permission to do so. Why should I, on a stone 
which was my property and for which I had duly paid? I know the 
argument about the rich having to pay for those who cannot pay, but the 
System seems rotten to the core. 

If the present charges are not sufficiently high to cover the cost of the 
upkeep of the cemetery, increase them, but let it be done in a becomin 
and straightforward manner. Why are so many Jews now buried in non- 
Jewish burial grounds? The reasons are obvious. 

Onur Ministers are continually expatiating on the paucity of the 
attendance of members in the synagogues; and where they succeed by 
their eloquence in drawing one to their flock, two are lost by the manner 
in which things are conducted outside the synagogues in matters over 
which the Ministers have no control,

A JEWISH CHRONICLE “YOUNG ISRAEL” COT. 


CONSECRATION BY THE REY. J. F. STERN. 


The consecration of the “ Young Israel” Cot at the Jewish Hospital, 
Stepney Green, was performed last Sunday by the Rev. J. F. Stern. 

After reading Psalm xli, Mr. STERN delivered an address, in the 
course of which he said that they were gathered there that afternoon to 
dedicate to its sacred purpose the “ Young Israel” Cot, which the readers 
of that section of the Jewish Chronicle had endowed as a token of 
their interest in the humane work that was being carried on at 
that Hospital. The fund was inaugurated less than a year ago, 
and its promoters were in the happy position of being able to have 
handed over to the Treasurer of the Hospital the first £100. Thatamount 
comprised the shiliings, sixpences, and even pennies, of the young people 
whose sympathy and interest in the Hospital had been aroused. He 
congratulated the dear lady who had started tho ball rolling, and hes 
many “nieces” and “nephews ” on the part they had taken in the game, 
But there was a long way to go before the goal was reached. A good 
many half-crowns aud shillings would have to find their way to the 
Jewish Chronicle before the remaining £400 was paid to the Jewish 
Hospital to make up the £500 which would endow the Cot for ever. He 
knew that the children, having agreed to provide £500, wonld nob let 
the Hospital down; and now that a good start had been made they 
Should induce all their friends to lend them a hand, go that the 
full £500 might be paid in, and the debt cleared off as soon as possible, 
They would be able to bring their friends there and show them the 
“ Young Israel” Cot; and they would join with them inthe sacred task 
they had begun. That would be a joy to “ Auntie’s” heart, and a joy and 
satisfaction to the Jewish Chrcnicle. 

Mr. STERN read the inscription on the Cot, which is as follows: 

The * Young Israe! * Cot subscribed for by the ‘‘ Young Israel’’ League of 
the Jewish Chronicle—1923/5683. 

Mr. STERN offered up a prayer of dedication and invoked the 
Almighty’s blessing upon the Hospital, the Physicians, the Matron, the 
Nurses, and the Patients. 

The “ Young Israelites ” present sang in Hebrew Psalm cxxi. 

Mr. L. J. GREENBERG (Editor of the Jewish Chronicle) said that he 
had the pleasure and honour of handing to Mr. Berliner a cheque for 
the £100 collected for endowing the Cot by the children of the “ Young 
Israel” League connected with the Jewish Chronicle. That, as Mr, 
Stern had explained, was an instalment of £500 which, it was hoped, 
would be gatheredin very soon. The present was not the first * Young 
Israel” Cot that had been founded. Before Young ZJsriel became 
embodied in the Jewish Chronicle one was founded by the readers cf that 
paper in a Jewish ward of the London Hospital, and was also known 
as the “ Young Israel” Cot. He was afraid it was useless to express the 
hope—the ideal hope—that this “ Young Israel” Cot that had just beer 
dedicated might always be empty. But they would surely hope tha, 
the Avgel of Healing will always watch over it, and that the poor little 
ones who from time to time occupy it may speedily be brought back 
to health and strength and life. 

Mr. I, BERLINER said that on behalf of the Council he wished to thank 
especially the “ Young Israel” League for their kindness. 15 was not so 
much the money for which he thanked them, although the Hospital 
wanted money; what gave him particular pleasure was that it reminded 
bim of the time when they made a start with the Llospital and had to go 
around for the first pennies. They went through avery hard time. He 
thanked the teachers of those youngsters for their kindness to the Hospital, 
and Mr.—and he, of course, would desire to include Mrs..-Greenberg for 
allthey had done. The Jewish Chronicle had also well earned their 
thanks, for he remembered all it had done for them in their carkest 
times, and how it had stood firmly by the Hospital. The Jewish 
Hospital to-day had the confidence of the Jewish community. He was 
sure the “ Young Israel” League would help to make the Hospital a 
SUCCESS. 

A photograph of the “ Young Israel” Cot appeared in yestcrday’s 
Jewish World, and another photograph taken during the consecration 
ceremony appears in the “ Young Israel” supplement this week. 


REPORT OF PROGRESS. 

The Council report the receipt of the sum of £100 from the Hospital 
Saturday Fund as an award to the hospital from the collections made by 
the Fund during 1922, Contributions have now been received from al! the 
three central funds—the King Edward’s Hospital Fund, the Hospital 
Sunday Fund, and the Hospital Saturday Fund. , 

Mr. Elias Meyer has intimated that it is his intention to give the sum 
of £1,000 a year, up to £5,000, tonamea ward. The Council have accepted 
this magnanimous offer with gratitude. 

The building works for the construction of an operating theatre and 
the enlargement of the nurses’ home to accommodate the additional staff 
are now practically completed. The equipment of the wards is preceed- 
ing apace, and it is hoped to have them ready for the reception of patients 
by about the middle of April. 

Since the beginning of the ye ir 65 patients have been admitted to 
the wards, and the average daily number of beds occupied hasbeen 22'1. 
The average daily number of patients attending the Ont-patient Dopart- 
ment has been 234. Another census has recently been taken, and it has 
shown that the proportion of non-Jewish patients attending the Oat- 
patient Department is forty per cent. | 

The agreement with the London County Council for the medical 
treatment of school children suffering from diseases of the eye has been 
renewed for a further period of one year.

A New Building. 


The annual meeting was held on Sunday at the Synagogue, Hill 
Btceet. Mr. C. G. Montefiore. President, was in the Chair. 

“he PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the annual report, 
expressed satisfaction at the increased attendances at the Sabbath 
services and said that the morning services had now taken a definite 
place in the life of the congregation. A larger proportion of their 
mombers attended than hitherto. it would be necessary to have a new 
service-book. In consequence of the present restricted accommodation 
the arrangements for the festivals were extremely inconvenient. The 
congregation had to be divided iato two sections, one worshipping at 
Wigmore Hall. They were most auxious that the makeshi(t days should 
come to an end as soon as possible, and that they should have a synagogue 
capable of holding the congregation on the festivals as well as on ordinary 
Saturdays. The classes continued to show satisfactory progress. 
The days were past when people used to think that a synagogue was 
nothing more than a place where services were held on Saturdays and 
holy days. The more important part of the synagogue as an organisa- 
tion and institution for

was not the synagogue service, but the synagogue school, and if for no 
other reason than the school the urgency for a fresh building seemed to 
be absolutely apparent. Nevertheless, in spite of the difficulties, the 
teachers, to whom their thanks went out, were full of good humour 
and patience. At the Settlement, conducted by Mr. Basil Henriques, 


magnificent work was being done, and they could only be proud. 


of, and rejoice at Mr, Henriques’ labours. The President referred 
to the Friday evening services at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, 
and urged that members of the congregation should attend and also 
see the work of an ordinary evening at the Settlement. In regard 
to the plans for the new building, he said that the synagogue did not 
depend only on its building, The building was the body, and there must 
be a soul tofit. But just as a human being had to have a healthy body as 
well as a healthy soul, they wanted to have a proper and decent building 
for the Synagogue. It would entall sacrifices from them all. It was 
estimated that £69,000 would be required. He had very strong hopes 
that within two or three years, by the sacrifice, the ardour, and devotion 
of their members, that sum would be obtained. There had been

and that, too, caused anxiety. It was perhapsinevitable in an institution 
fuch as theirs with members such as theirs. There were certain principles 


to which they clung, and to which they meant to cling. The first was > 


that they made no distinction in the price of seats. No doubt it would 
be very much easier to have a synagogue run with different prices 
for different seats. They wanted to maintain the voluntary principle. 
And they were most anxious that the synagogue should always include 
a certain proportion of members who could not pay the full quota. The 
value of a member to a synagogue was not always in the ratio of what he 
could afford to pay. They could only retain the leas well-off members by 
appealing to the generosity of the others. The future of Liberal Judaism 
in this country was bound up with the future of that synagogue, and if, 


as they believed, the chances of Judaism generally surviving was bound © 


up with the chances of Liberal Judaism surviving, they must do all they 
could for the maintenance of the synagogue and the erection of their 
new building. 

Mr. JuLiIAN H. Srvon, Treasurer, seconded the motion for the 
adoption of the report. | 

Mr. §. A. LAZARUS suggested that they should institute a system of 
woekly and quarterly collections, which, he urged. would improve the 
finances of the congregation. 

The PRESIDENT moved that approval be given to the erection of a 
synagogue on the site already approved, this synagogue to have accom- 


modation for about 1,200; and of a school building adjoining, to contain | 


(1) classrooms for about 200 children, (2) offices for the Rabbi and 
Secretary and a meeting-room for the Cotinci!, etc., (3) a hall witha 
seating capacity of about 400, and (4) a flat for the beadle. 

Mr. LAZARUS moved, as anu amendment, that no further steps be taken 
in the matter until the money had been collected. . While they could not 
meet their ordinary budget, how could they possibly collect £60,000 ? 

Mr. H. KAHN seconded the amendment. He pointed out that the 


responsibility rested with the Trustees. As a Trustee he would not siga © 


any building contract until the money was assured. 

The PRESIDENT said that they were merely asking for approval to 
raise money fora certain purpose. If they could not get the money it 
was clear they would have to modify their proposals. But he urged that 
their enthusiasm should not be damped at the outset. 

Rabbi MATTUCK said that he had been much gratified at the many 
signs of attachment to the synagogue he had received, and be was 
confident that they would succeed. He stated that they were now the 
largest Jewish congregation in the country. 

The amendment was withdrawn and the motion carried. 

Mr. Montefiore was re-elected President, and the retiring members 


of the Council were re-elected. The Misses Ursula Bamberger and Doris | 
Herz and Mr. Robert Eichholz were elected new members of the 


Council.

REPORT OF THE L.C.C. PUBLIC HEALTH COMMITTEE. 


The Lonion County Council has issued the report of the Public 
Heaith Committee (No. 1), dealing with the subjects of By-laws, 
Slaughterhouses, and Humane Killing. After prolonged consideration, 
the Committee decided to advise the Council to adopt clause 9 (B) of the 
model by-laws issued by the Minister of Health, which reads as follows: 

“8.—A person shall not in a slaughterhouse proceed toslaughter any anima! 
until the same shall have been effectualiy stunned, and sueh stunnivg shall, 
except as hereinafter thee be effected with a mechanically operated 
instrument suitable and sufficient for the purpose. 

Provided that this by-iaw, so far as it would require the stunning of sheep 
and the use of a mechanically operated instrument, shall not apply unti! the 
eee of three months from and after the date of the confirmation of these 

y-lawe. 

Provided further that this by-law shall not be deemed to apply to any 
member of the Jewish faith, duly licensed by the Chief Rabbi asa slaughterer, 
when engaged in the slaughtering of cattle intended for the food of Jews. 
TPO to the Jewish method of slaughtering, if no unnecessary suffering is 

The methods of slaughter usually adopted in London slaughter. 
houses, says the report; are the customary methods, of old standing, and 
in the ordinary way subject to little change. 

The first operations in connection with slaughter in licensed slaughter. 
houses in London are usually as follows: Bullocks are secured to a ring and 
then struck on the forehead with a pole-axe. The calf is first hoisted by its 
hindquarters and then stunned. Sheep and lambs are “ stuck,’’ i.c.. large 
vesseis of the neck are divided, the spinal cord between the head and neck being 
then immediately severed. During the past thitty years no case of actual! 
croelty in London s!aughter-houses has pb brought to the notice of the 
Council. Mechanically operated instruments for stunning animals at the time 
of slaughter are of comparatively recent introduction. These instruments 
have been devised and perfected, for use on large and smal! animals, with the 
primary object of securing that stunning shall precede all other operations in 


connection with slaughter, thus avoiding the pain and suffering which may be 
caused by ordinary methods of slaughter. 


In 1903, Sir Shirley Murphy, then medical officer, reported on the 
methods usually adopted for killing animals, and advised, speaking 
generally, that the methods of slaughter practised in London could not, 
in the existing state of knowledge, be improved upon, but that it would 
be desirable to eliminate as faras possible the inexperiened slaughterman. 
The Committee appointed by the Admiralty in 1904 in their report stated 
that they proceeded on the assumption thatall animals should be stunned 
or otherwise rendered unconscious before being bled; that they had 
practically tested a large number of appliances designed for felling 
and stuening animals, and recommended their use in the case of quiet 
cattle or injured horses, but were not prepared to advise the employment 
in the case of wild or restive animals; and that they were of opinion that 
the pole-axe, when used by an expert, was, on the whole, a most 
satisfactory implement. 

In 1915, the late Local Government Board issued a new series of 
model by-laws relating to slaughter-houses. The Board's circular intro. 
ducing this series contained the following paregraph : 

The Board have also thought it right, in view of the representations which 
have been made to them by the Jewish authorities, to add a proviso permitting 
slaughtering by the Jewish method under proper conditions. This method is 
described in a report by the late Sir Michael Foster, F R.S., and Professor 
Starling, F.R.S., appended to the Report of the Admiralty Committee. The 
liability to the infliction of unneceseary suffering appears to occur especially 
in the preliminary throwing of the bullock and extension of the neck. The 
duration of consciousness to pain after the actual cutting of the throat, if 
skilfully performed, was estimated by Sir M. Foster as in different instances 
from something less than 5 seconds t something less than 40 seconds. | 
| The report expresses the view that “where there is no stunning, 
the information before us shows that there must be a period, though it 
may be of a few seconds only, in which an animal submitted to slaughter 
must be conscious to pain, and may be in distress or terror.” The 
Committee considers that in comparison with other methods of stunning, 
the greater reliability of mechanically operated instruments as the means 
of rendering animals, large and small, insensitive to pain, has been 
satisfactorily demonstrated. The Traders’ Federation, on the other 
hand, contends that there is not at present a mechanically operated 
instrument which could be termed satisfactory in accordance with the 
requirements of the by-laws, and states that there are many and obvious 
reasons for its emphatic opposition to the compulsory use of mechanically | 
operated instruments firing a free builet. A list of fatal and other 
accidents with “humane killers” is supplied. The list comprises fifteen | 
cases occurring in various parts of the country between March, 1913, and 
July, 1920. Of the fifteen cases, five were suicides, two men found shot, 
one alleged felonious shooting (accused acquitted), one death of a boy 
aged thirteen from misadventure, one fatal accident, one suspected fata! 
accident, and four accidents. 

Oa the other hand, it is contended by those who advocate the use of 
meobanically operated instruments that there is now a plentifal supply | 


of efficient instruments, easy and safe to use with moderate care, and » 
relabie in operation. 


A large number of experiments have been made with the object ot « 
discovering the effect on the quality of the meat caused by the method ot** 
slaughter. On the whole, these experiments have led to the conclusion” 
that there is little or nothing to choose in this respect between the pole. 
axe and the “humane killer.” The report continues: 

Each of the model clauses 9 (A) and 9 (B) contains a i” 
Jewish method of slanghter in of cattie 4 
{t has not, therefore, been necessary for us to examine the traders’ contention 
thatthe ordinary methods of slaughter are as good as the Jewish method. 

In October, 1922, a questionnaire was sent out to local authorities in ~ 
England and Wales which had adopted clause 9 (8) asking for their views: 
regarding the operation of the by-law in theirareas. A questionnaire was. - 
sent also to certain local authorities which had not adopted the by-law; ~. 
but in whose area the “humane killer” was being used. Infermation 
regarding the use of mechanically operated instruments in foreign» 
countries was also sought. 

At the date of the enquiry the by-law had been’ adopted t ub 
local authorities. Asin the adoption of the 
recent, enquiries were addressed to.55 authorities,’ Replies were received: 
from 43. In 20 cases the replies were-tothe effect thattheby-laws bad been: 
in operation too short a time for an opinion te be formed sor thatowingto 
diffictities the by-law was not yet in operation; or that rescission had: © 
been decided on, etc. Twenty-three authorities replied favourably 
(subject to certain’ qualificaticns) as regards the operation of the by-law. 
Replies from’ othe? local authorities, in which the by-law has not. been. 
adopted, were on the whole favourable to the “ huviitine killér.” 


In Switzerland the slaughter of animals withdéti#’previotis stunning is 
prohibited by federal law, subject to which the cantons have the right of 
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regulating methods of slaughter. In Berlin and in various parts of German 
previous stunning Is compulsory; and in Holland all animals must be stupet) 
hy ball or needic apparatus. in Norway all cattle are kijed by shot-apparatas 
pefore blood-drawing.

Rabbi Dr. Salomon on Shechita. 


A meeting of the Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Avimals wes beld on Monday evening last, in Manchester, over which 
the DUCHESS OF HAMILTON presided. In the course of the procecdings, 
Rabbi Dr. SALOMON «poke as follows :— 


I much regret to have to rise to protest against what I can only 
describe as on abuse of the object of this gathering. We were called 
bere to discuss the humane treatment of animals, not to listen to an 
attack on the most sacred feelings of my coreligionists. Tho Jewish 
pecple r quire no lessons from their Christian fellow-men as to how 
to behave with humanity, e ‘ber towards man or beast. The Old 
‘Lestamcnut inculcates the kindness with which we should treat eur 
dumb servants, and the records of the R.S.P.C.A. would have 
to be gone through with a teothcomb to find any record 
of a prosecution against a Jew for cruelty to animals—and 
when you attack our method of slaughter, the feelings that 
prompt that attack are, | am afraid, a combination of prejudice 
and ignorance. (Cries of “No, no!") You will never get me to 
believe that apy true humanitarian places the outraged feelings of 
the believers in the parent religion of the world below the supposititious 
sufferings of dumb beasts. I say “supposititious” deliberately. 
It bas been shown times out of number that the animal wheu siain 
in the Jewish way loses all sense of feeling the moment the arteries 
of the neck are cut, which prevents the blood flowing to the brain, 
This view of the humanity of the Jewish method has been uphe!d by the 
greatest authorities that science can produce. Opposed to pre jucdice 
based on ignorance, I offersuch names as Lord Lister and Gamgee iu 
England, Virchow in Germany, and Du Bois Raymondin France. Uow 
many of you have read the classic in defence of our method? Until 
you have studied and refuted the coneiusions of Dr. Dembo, of St. 
Petersburg, you have no right to assail cur methods and concuet a 
veiled attack on the Jewish religion under the plea of humanity, a 
lesson which recent years have shown the Christian nations cannot 
even practise towards their fellow-men, let alone towards dumb 
animals. The Jewish community will oppose with all the force that 
consciousness of right and a clear conscience gives, any attempt to 
restrict the exercise of their method of slaughter, which is not ovly 
buimanitarian, but which is the only method which ensures that.tbe 
meat eaten is hygienic and in a healthy condition. 


Dr. Salomon was subsequently interviewed by the A/anchesicr Guardian 
.nd was challenged to show that so eminent a witness as Lord Lister had 
supported the view that Shechita was a desirable method for despatching 
animals for human food. In reply, Dr. Salomon produced his evidence, 
80 the ‘lunckester Guardian states, in the form of an undated cutting 
from the Jewish Chronicle, which reads as follows: 


Through the friendly hospitality of Dr. Heron, Sir Joseph Lister, 
F.R.8., the eminent man of science who introduced the antiseptic 
system of surgery, has communicated to the Chief Rabbi the 
following valuable opinion on Shechita : 


“In the method of slaughtering cattle commonly employed in 
this country the bloodvessels of the neck are severed with a knife 
after the animal has been felled with a pole-axe. In the Jowish 
practice the pole-axe is dispensed with. 

“If the pole-axe is skilfully used, so as to bring down the animal 
with a single stroke, it produces insensibility instantaneously, and 
the whole procedure is absolutely painless, whereas the Jewish 
method causes pain during the infliction of the wound. This pain is, 
however, of very short duration, as the sentient brain is at once 
deprived of the supply of blood essential to its functions; and the 
suffering is reduced to a minimum by the scrupulous care, which, | 
believe, the Jewish butcher always exercises, to have the knife 
exquisitely sharp. On the other hand, the skill requisite for using 
the pole-axe effectively is only acquired by a pretty long apprentice- 
ship; and it not unfrequently happens that the blow has to be 
repeated again and again, whereas the Jewish procedure is sure of at 
once attaining the object. 

“It is thus fairly open to question which of the two methods 
causes on the average the greater amount of suffering. 

“Ig is to be remarked that the Jewish method is universally 
employed for sheep, and that the pole-axe is used for horned cattle 
asa matter of convenience, not of humanity. And to charge the 
Jews with cruelty in this matter seems to me grossly unjust.” 

The quotation from. the Jewish Chronicle here given, appeared in 
our issue of January 26th, 1894, the Chief Rabbi referred to being the 
late Dr, Hermann Adler. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
| SIR,—It is unfortunate that in the anxiety to clear Jewish conscience 
in the matter of the slaughter of animals, appeal was made to the last 
person in the world qualified to detect pain where it is inflicted. A 
physiologist, by his training from the first moment, when, as a fumbling 
medical student, he clumsily'stabs a frog ina series of unsuccessful efforts 


to pith its brain, tothe last, when he has no compunction about paralysing 
animals for years in the pursuit of knowledge for its own sake, is blind to 
the significance of an animal's struggle and deaf tothe meaning of its cry.

EVERYDAY” DINNER DISHES. 


Steak en Casserole. 


Three cloves 

As all bunch of parsley and her! 
Stock, half a pint. 

Saltand peptrer. 

Flour. 


Fteak, 14 ibe 

One small carr. 

One tornip 

One head of celery. 

Two small onions. 

CUT the steak into pieces aboot two inches square; roli in flour, and 

fry brown on both sides in a little dripping. Slice the vegetables thinly, 
and put them, in alternate layers with the meat, intoacasserole. Season 
with saléand pepper. Tie the cloves, lemon rind, and herbs ina piece 
of muslin, and place on top. Pour in the stock, put the lid on the 
casserole, aud cook in a slow oven for about two and a half hours. 
Aemove the lid, take out the herbs, and serve very hot.

Pry them in boiling fat until tender and nicely browned on both sides. 
Put a ring of mashed potatoes on a hot dish, and arrange the fillets in a 


circle eon the potatoes; heap up the spinach in the centre. Serve with 
thick brown gravy.

The violent tossing of an animai’s head when you cut its throat is 
not, as it might appear to the lay untrained observer, a purposefu! 
strugyling effort on the part of the animal; but, as Dr. Feldman prefci- 
to look at it, the motion is due to apwmisa of the brain in consequence of 
which “a series of strong impulses is being sent down along the nerves 
connected with the musculature of the face, causing them thus violently 
to contract.” Since when is it thatan anwmic braiao cell is alive enovgh 
to initiate strong impulses, and yet too weak to translate sensory impulses 
of pain? Itis within the hovering moment between consciousness and 
unconsciousness, within the period covered by Dr. Feldman’s brain 
avemia, that the mind is most vivid, and when the most delicate stimulus 


estimates the period in which consciousness is lost as three seconds after 
the cut. When it is realised that the most terrifying succession of events 
can be comprised within the limits of a dream, which lasts the meres 
fraction of a second—then three seconds can bold an eternily of torture. 

This anwmia, furthermore, is not necessarily so ¢ffective and 
instantaneous as we are led to believe. Other vessels, besides the 
carotids, supply the brain with blood. There isa sort of back-stair way, 
via the spinal column, through which run two large and important 
vertebral arteries, that not only supply the hinder and lower portions 
of the brain, but actualiy and unmistakably communicate by wide 
channels—the circle of Willis—with branches of the carotid system. ‘So 
that when an animal’s throat is cut, and with it the carotids, the other 
vertebral system protected by bone remains intact, and the brain can, 
and does, receive sufficient blood at any rate to stave off ins'a /ancous 
unconsciousness. 

Dr. Feldman invokes the sharp knife and the quick deep cut to reduce 
pain to anabsolute minimum. Carried away by his Talmudic enthusiasm, 
it becomes even “painless.” Reducing pain to the absolute minimum ms 
not the same thing as painlessness. 
Ags to casting, for all we are informed tothe contrary, animals bchave 
passively ; although it must be apparent to the simplest mind that the 
gentlest creature living when she feels the knife at her throat is apt to 
develop unexpected powers of resistance, and to send doctrinaires flying 
even when they have bound her down and think they have her at their 
mercy. 

No, Sir! The only course for people who have more conscience than 
cannibalism is to recognise that slaughter with slow bleeding is a cruel 
business. lf they object to cruelty they must give up meat-eating ; if 
they don’t, or think it unavoidable, then let them go on eating flesh, but 
do not let us, for Heaven’s sake, call in scientific apologists to ease their

A CIRCULAR LETTER. 


Tho following circular has been addressed to the parents and 
uardians of Jewish boys who have been pupils at the Jewish House at 
heltenham, by the authorities of the College: 


DEAR Srr (OR MADAM).—We understand that you have been informed by 


Mr. Lipson, or have seen his statement in the Jowish Chronicle of February 23rd 
last, that he is resigning his position as a Master at Cheltenham College as from 
July, 1925, and therefore that simultaneous!y Corinth Hiouse will cease to bea 

rt of the College.’ This decision of Mr. Lipson is consequent on the resolu- 


ions of the Council in November, 1922, that no successor to him as Jewish 
House Master would be appointed in 1932, when his tenureof a College boarding 
house would expire in accordance with the College regulations. . We regret his 
focision to resign, and have been greatly sarpri-ed by it. 

It is considered fundamental! that those parents of boys at presentat Corinth 
House who may so desire, should be enabled to keep their boys as members of 
the College until the completion of their normal school career. The decision 
whether such boys shall be absorbed into College boarding-houses or constitute 
@ private boarding-house under the charge of a master, or shall form the 
nucleus of a new College boarding-bouse, must obviously depend on the number 
of those who cxercise the claim. 

It is farther held that any.Jewish boys electing to remain members of the 
College after July, 1923, shall continue to have exemption from the chapel 
services and religious instruction of the College, together with such facilities for 
Sabbath worship as may prove feasible. 

Wo therefore ask you to write forthwith to the Headmaster, stating whether 


you vish your son (or ward) to continue as a member of Cheltenham College 
after the closing of Corinth House at the end of July, 1923, and, if so, what 
rel cious exemptions or facilities vou desire for him.

He said that the rightful owner of this prize is so-and-so, 
raentioning my name, but he explained I was admitted asa scholar on 
certain conditions, which precluded the prize being given to me; but the 
Prince added that he trusted that in fature a youth’s religion would be 
no bar to his advancemeat. I may add that | went home and contracted 
brain fever, which was the result of my disappointment.

Sin,—You published last week, under the title “ Anti-Semitism atthe 
Public Schools,” a letter from Mr. Edward M. Davis. The matter of which 
be writes has been exercising my mind very considerably of late. Among 
many steps that 1 have been taking in an carnest attemupt to rouse the 
Jewish Community on the subject, I have lately laid before the Central 
Committee for Education of the Jewish War Memorial a memorandum, 
which is about tobe closely considered by that body. 

I feel, therefore, that I may venture to write with some small know. 
ledge, and I must contest very strongly the spirit and implications of 
your correspondent’s letter. The case of the Jewish House at 
Cheitenham is entirely exceptional. It is most unfair to Governors and 
Headmasters of the majority of English Public Schools to infer that the 
admittedly flagrant anti-Semitic feeling at Cheltenham represents the 
general public school attitude to Jews. 

Mr. Davis writes: “ The other public schools will not take Jews at 
all if they can avoidit, orelse Jews are forced to enter as Christians.” I 
am glad to be able te state that, so far as my knowledge goes, and the 
impressions [ have obtained from quite a large number of parents of 
public school boys, both these statements are dangerous exaggerations. 
With regard to the second part of the sentence, no Jews are ever forced to 
enter any school as Christians. The fact that many parents do, most 
regrettably, make up their minds to send their children to a particular 
public school, even though they find that no concessions are granted there, 
is not at all the same thing as stating that Jews are forced to enter 
as Christians. I hold that parents who send their children to public 
schools where no concessions are granted in respect of religion, are unfair 

thoir children and disloyal Jews. But no one compels them to send 
their children to such schools atall. Headmasters are, no doubt, largely

Zangwill on Nordau. 
quam — 
ADDRESS TO THE BEN URI SOCIETY. 


On Saturday evening at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, Mr. [erac; 
Zang will delivered an address on “ Max Nordau—the Man and His Books ” 
to the Ben UriSociety. Mr. L. G. BowMAN, M.A., presided. 

Mr. ZANGWILIL said that although they were most proud of Nordau 
asthe Jew, nevertheless he was a great international figure. In tho 
catalogue of the British Museum no less than seven pages were devoted t» 
Nordau’s works, which afforded some idea of his great international fame. 
Mr. Zangwill gave an interesting account of Nordau’s career, derived 
principaliy from. a brief autobiography penned some years ago. The 
migrations of his forbears were typical of the wandering Jew. He said 
that he had never met a man with a more encyclopedic mind than 
Nordau, and he related how he and four friends had once secretly 
propared a list of questions which they submitted casually to Nordau at 
a private dinner party, and be answered them all in the most brilliant 
way. One wasas to the date of the erection of the Arc de Triomphe, 
Nordau not only knew the date, but who built it, what it cost, and all the 
scandals connected with its erection. He described how Nordau found 
bis way back to his people, and how all his writings were imbued with 
the true prophetic Jewish spirit. He proceeded to analyse Nordau 's 
works. His “ Conventional Lies,” Mr. Zangwill said, was fall of the 
nonsense of youth, though it ended on a fine note of Jewish idealism. 
— quoted an epigram of Nordau’s called forth by the criticism of hi« 
piays— 

Would tae know what spite and venom 
May inform the human clay; 
Would you taste of evil only — 
Write a play |! 
- Nordau s mature philosophy was best set forth in a passage contained 
in his last work, “ The Biology of Ethics.” 

Life is for us an unspeakable, torturing riddle. Has it a purpose, and if so 
what? We know not. We can only find that life is its own purpose, and tha! 
this is no solution. Then steps in morality and alleviates life. It shows us that 
not only life, but we, too, may have a purpose. If not alli life, then at least th: 
individual life can move to a goal: namely, the humanisation of the beast, tlic 
spiritcalisation of men, the enlarging and enriching of the individual throug’! 
compassion, love of one’s neighbour, the sense of common citizenship, thc 
subjection of the instincts to the reason, which, so far as we know, is the most 
sublime product of natare. It may be that this morality, which covers over the 
dismal unintelligibility of life, is an illusion. Blessed be the illusion whict 
makes our life worth living ! 

They perceived, said Mr. Zangwill, that even this noble passage 
ended with a note of doubt. And yet he felt Nordau should have 
carried his analysis further, and asked himself whether an illusion which 
made life blessed and worth living could really be an illusion, whether it 
was not rather ono of nature's solid realities. But this man of Biblica! 
race, whose soul made the same demands upon the universe as hadal! the 
great prophets of Israel, whose life-work was essentially Jewish, was 
also as complex as the Bible he had misdescribed in his youth-—that 
Bible which contained amid all its sublime affirmations the cry of 
E.cclesiastes: “ Vanity of vanities, all is vanity!” But in parting from 
this brilliant son of Israel, what one felt most strongly about him was 
that same quality which fascinated himself in considering the great men 
of the Italian KRenaissauce. They did not know one corner of life or 
science ; they aspired to a vision of the whole; they did not separate 
thought from action, they were dreamers and doersin one! Philosophe: 
and scientist, politician and physician, leader in thought and leader in 
action, causeur and artist, creator and contemplator, humonrist and 
humanist, Max Nordau was removed equally from the cranks or fanatic: 
who devastated life, and from the fakirs and hermits who pretended to 
monopolise literature. He was a whole, a complete man! 

Mr. LEOPOLD PILICHOWSKI moved, an@ Mr. A. WOLMARK seconded 
a vote of thanks to Mr. Zangwiill. Both appealed for an accession of 
members to the Ben Uri Society. 

The CHAIRMAN, in supporting the vote, said that it took one great 
man to explaiv another. They had had a keen and witty survey oi 
Nordau's work from one who had made them realise how great was the 
loss they had sustained. ; 

Mr. ZANGWILL, in reply, supported the appeal made by the two Vice- 
Presidents of the Society. He said that Bezalel Ben Uri was a refutation 
of the idea that Judaism was opposed to art. On the contrary, of this 
great Biclical craftsman it was written that the spirit of God rested 
upon him.

to blame, but it frequently happens that parents do not ask for, or desire, 
any such concessions. I[t looks very much as though your correspondent 
had not ascertained the headmasters’ point of view. 

To say that “the other public schools will not take Jews at all if they 
can avoid it,” is very far from the truth. Obviously no school wants 


' more than a small percentage of Jews. There are indeed schools where 


they do not care to take Jews, but are mostly willing to do so if the 
parents require no difference to be made in their treatment. In any 
case, schools can always avoid taking Jewish boys. I wish that those 
schools which grant no concessions would never agree to accept Jewish 
boys at all. 

Further, the statement that “a bgy cannot go to an English public 
BChool as a professing Jew” is still mbre remote from the truth. Some of 
the best men and most <levoted Jews ty our community are men who have 
attended a public school and have been d of their Judaism, and this 
even in cases where they have not been allowed to absent themselves 
from chapel. Except in rare cases boys do not suffer, as Mr. Davis would 
have us believe. I know boys at Eton, Rugby, Haileybury, and other 
great schools, whose relations with their school-fellows depend upon the 
boy himself, and upon something which has made the boy what he is— 
the Jewish feeling of his parents and the upbringing he has received. 

There is certainly in some schools unfairness and Jack of under- 
standing of the Jewish position. But it is, in my opinion, misleading and 
calculated to produce bad feeling to make statements that indicate an 
attitude towards Jews on the part of the vast majority of Headmasters, 
which is an insult to their intelligence. Much requires to be done, and I 
believe can and will be done, to remedy a state of things which, though 
partly, is by no meaus entirely the fault of Jewish parents. But surely 
the Jewish community may rest assured that, on the whole, the Head- 
masters of the public schools are drawn from a noble and fair-minded 
type of Englishman,

ACTIVITIES OF THE ICA. 


A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held 
on Sunday at the Great Western Hotel. There were present :

A vote of condolence was passed to Miss Kate Halford onthe death of 
her mother. 


Soviet Government and Judaism. 


The PRESIDENT drew attention to the memorandum issued by the 
Joint Foreign Committee, coucerning the correspondence with the Soviet 
Goveroment on the subject of their anti-religious policy. He said he 
thought the members of the Couscil would be satisfied that the 
memorandum contained a complete substantiation of the original 
complaint made against the Soviet Government, and it set ont in a 
remarkable manner the attacks made by the Russian authorities on 
religion as a whole. He hoped that the memorandum would be widely 
circulated, as the Committee attached great importance to the facts 
being a8 widely known as possible, 

Mr. LIONEL LOWY asked whether it was not time that protest meet- 
ings were held. Were they to sit down quietiy and allow millions of 
their people to be treated in that way? It was sending civilisation tothe 
dogs! 

The PRESIDENT said that at the next meeting of the Joint Foreign 
Committee the question would be considered as to what steps might be 
taken for making an effective protest. 


Mr. ISAAC SELIGMAN said that he was opposed to a purely Jewish 
protest. The policy of the Rassian Government was not directed against 
the Jews as such, but against religion generally. He did not think such 
action would advance the cause of their coreligionists in Russia, whose 
condition was better than it had ever been under the Empire. If they 
now took special steps to influence the Russian Government they would 
lay themselves open to the charge made against the Jews of Poland that 
they were enemies of the country. They would merely incur hostility 
which he did not believe existed. When he was in Russia many years 
ago, he was informed that the peasants were not inimical to the Jews, 
but only the priesthood and the bureaucracy. The priests had lost 
their influence, and the bureaucracy was practically dead. They did 
not want to revive the oid, bad influence. 

Mr. JOSEPH PRAG said that Mr. Seligman’s speech was very 
uvfortunate. The Russian authorities had strock a dastardly biow 
against their religion. Religion was not prohibited, but those propa- 
gatiuog it were subject to dangers and severe ponalties. It would be 
unthinkable that they should refrain from voicing the horror that they 
felt at this policy of the Soviet authorities. 


Mrs. F. 8S. FRANKLIN said that she felt very strongly that they 
should protest against bringing up Jewish children in Russia in irreligion, 
which would make them a real source of danger for the fature. 

Mr, BARRY COHEN said that he was in sympathy with Mr. Seligman’s 
views. He believed that Mr. Seligman felt as strongly as anyone 
about what was going on iu Russia, but was opposed to doing anything 
which might worsen the situation of their brethren there. 


Mr. LUCIEN WOLF said that the suggestion that they should do nothing 
because Jews were treated as badly as the representatives of other religions 
was carrying the doctrine of equalrightstoofar. Hedenied thatthe Jews 
were no worse off than underthe Tsar. Under the Empire there had been 
no attack on the teaching of Judaism. TheJews were able todo whatever 
they liked as a religious community. The present policy aimed at the 
annihilation of Judaism and every other religion. As to the suggestion 
that a protest would adversely affect the position of the Jews, he reminded 
them that they had never allowed an idea of that sort to influence 
them in the olden days when they bad continuously protested against 
persecution of the Russian Jews, and they were asked by the Russian 
Jews themselves to intervene, If they remained silent, it would give 
some culour to the suggestion that there was some job between the Jews 
and the Bolshevists, and that they derived some benefit from the 
persecution of religion in Russia. Jewish public opinion was strongly 
against the Bolshevists on this and other questions. 

The PRESIDENT again promised that the whole question would be 
considered by the Joint Foreign Committee. 


Joint Press Committee's Proposed Publications. 


The report of the Joint Press Committee, making proposals for the 
issue of a series of booklets (which was printed in the Jewish Chronicle 
of February 23rd) about the Jews, was submitted. 


Mr. BaRRY COHEN said that he had never suggested the Press Com- 
mittee had been a success up to now. It was a mere infant. They 
could not expect a body which was merely in its infancy to exhibit that 
knowledge and experience which an older body might have. He suggested 
that the members of the Committee, though anxious to improve the 
position of the Jews in this country and meet anti-Semitism, had not 
studied the history of anti-Semitism, which he contended largely originated 
from the fact that Judaism set its face sternly against certain nameless 
vices which were associated with many of those connected with the 
anti-Semitic movement. 

The CHAIRMAN urged Mr. Cohen to confine himself to the report. 

Mr. COHEN said that the Committee recommended the publication of 
certain booklets. He thought that unless they were written with very 
great prudence and discretion they would be more likely to do barm than 
good. He did not think they would be read except by Jews. He pointed 
to the failure to secure the circulation of Dean Inge’s pamphlet. He moved 
that a draft should be submitted to the Joint Press Committee and, if 
necessary, to the parent bodies, and that in the meantime the publication 
be postponed. 

Miss NETTIE ADLER, L.C.C., seconded the motion. She said that 
there was a good deal to be said for the fact that these booklets would 
not get into the quarters desired. She believed that anti-Semitic feeling 
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in the East End had been very largely engendered by the feeling that a 
great many Jews had evaded military service. The numbers were very 
greatly exaggerated. Another cause was the belief that there were a 
good many Jews holding Bolshevist doctrines. Here and there, there 
might be such, but that could only be countered through the young 
people’s societies and clubs. She did not think anything could be 
achieved by the proposed booklets. 


Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN said that the motion was a ridiculous pro- 
cedure. If they were opposed to the publication, why prepare a draft? 


Mr. J. PRAG said that if they adopted the motion they would be 
pledged to publication. He stated that the League of British Jews and 
the Maccabeans had rejected the proposal. He hoped the Council would 
take the same step. The booklet would be an ex parte statement. It 
would not contain all about the Jews. If it did, the parts not favourable 
would be seized upon and exploited, while if only a portion of their 
qualities were dealt with it would be a most stupid publication to put 
forward, The present policy of the Press Committee was a very good 
one—to contravene any statements that were incorrect or malicious. But 
it would be quite a different thing for the Jewish community in its 
corporate Capacity, to adoptan advertising policy, which was unworthy 
of the traditions and position of the Jews. He moved as an amendment 
that the recommendation of the Committee be rejected. 


Mr. ISAAC SELIGMAN seconded the amendment. 


Mr. BARRY COHEN, with the consent of the meeting, withdrew his 
motion in favour of Mr. Prag’s amendment. 


Mr. M. G. LIVERMAN, in supporting the Committee’s recommenda. 
tion, stated that the Deputies and the B'nai Brith were pledged to the 
publication. The booklet was not proposed to be a defensive or apologetic 
work. Jews had nothing to defend or apologise for. It was to be a book 
of general information. No deduction could be made from the non- 
circulation of Dean Inge’s article, which had previously appeared in 
several journals, The Committee were not wedded in any way to the 
title, “ All Abont the Jews.” The booklet would correct such misconcep- 
tions as those to which Miss Adler had referred. Ignorance formed the basis 
of anti-Semitism. In order to illustrate the extent to which an anti- 
Semitic atmosphere prevailed in the conntry, he drew attention to the 
threat of Sir Arthur Griffith-Boscawen to bring an action for libel against 
someone who had said thathe wasadJew. He agreed that the book must be 
written with prudence and discretion, but they might have confidence in 
the Committee. If Mr... Prag’s amendment were carried, the whole 
position of the Press Committee would be placed in donbt. He urged the 
Council to support the more progressive elements of the Committee. 


Sir PHILIP MAGNUS said that there was no call for Jews in this 
country to excuse their existence. He supported the amendment, 
Mr. Harry R. Lewis said that the question could not be lightly 


dismissed. He did not think anti-Semitism could ever take a serious 
hold on the British mind, but he thought that a book humorously 
written, with statistics, might affect those who entertained a lurking 
anti-Semitism and displace any misleading impressions that might exist. 

Mr. ISAAC SELIGMAN said that the proposal strengthened his view as 
to the superfluity of the Press Committee. He thonght that the Presi- 
dents of the Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association were quite 
cap ble of dealing with any Press matter that arose. 

Mr. LEONARD STEIN said that there was no doubt a certain element 
of anti-Semitism in this country, but he doubted whether a volume of 
humorous statistics would dispel it. (Laughter.) Possibly Mr. Heath 
Robinson could assist. (Laughter.) As an example of what onght not to 
be done he cited the sermon distributed by the Central Synagogue, in 
which the services rendered by the Jews in the war were vouched for on 
the authority of Lord Northcliffe. That was really a repulsive prodaction, 
If they were going to carry on that sort of action they would be not only 
ex posing themselves to public ridicule but would be dealing a very severe 
blow to their dignity and self-respect. The “infancy” of the Press 
Committee was attested by its report. It looked as though it was never 
likely to emerge from the infantile stage. If those whom the gods loved 
died young, he hoped the love of the gods would be plentifully bestowed 
on the Committee. (Laughter.) That was the benediction with which 
he would close. The Council's judgment should not be fettered by the 
decision of other bodies. 

The PRESIDENT said that he concurred in the motion, but he suggested 
an addendum expressing the hope that the Committee would continue to 
deal with specific attacks upon the Jews. 


The motion, with tbe suggested addendum, was carried with two 
dissentients. 


The Activities of the Ica. 


The PRESIDENT made a statement on the activities of the Ica. He 
-gaid that in the Argentine the economic crisis appeared to be lifting. 
The colonists who engaged in general farming had not suffered through 
the fall in the price of livestock. The general prospects of the harvest 
appeared satisfactory. The Ica was assisting a group of titty families to 
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emigrate from Ekaterinoslav to the Argentine. In Brazil the situation 
continued normal, and the harvest was progressing satisfactorily. The 
colonists had nearly all met their liabilities to the Ica. In Poland a 
considerable extension of loan bank facilities had been made. To enable 
the Ica to restart its activities for the benefit of Jewish farmers, a scheme 
had been elaborated for the distribution of live atock, chemical fertilisers, 
and other farming requirements. Considerably increased assistance had 
been given to technical schools, The satisfactory conclusion of negotia- 
tions with the Russian Government had enabled the Ica to restart its 
agricultural work and its activities in connection with loan banks for 
farmers and artisans. In Kuamaniathe Ica was gradually withdrawing its 
support to primary schools now maintained by the Government. Credits 
had been voted to assist Jewish farmers in Bessarabia. In Palestine 
the candle factory recently started bad still to overcome a certain number 
of difficulties in order to establish a market in the Eastand sel! its produc. 
tion. Technically the factory was extremely well managed, and its 
products could compete with importations from Europe. Steps had been 
taken to start a perfumery industry. Progress had been made with a 
large flour mill and salt factory. Honses in the new colony of 
Benjaminia had been completed, and twenty-seven farmers had started 
work. The Palestine colonies were going through a flnoancial crisis, and 
it was only with difficulty that the colonists had been able to get the seeds 
they needed. The Ica was doing much to assist emigration, especially 
from Poland and Russia, A committee to assist immigrants in the 
Argentine was doing good work. Seven hundred refugees had been 
evacuated from Constantinople, of whom 155 went to the Argentine and 
310 to Palestine. 


Miscellaneous. 


It was decided to accept a trust fund given by Mr. E. 8. Kadoorie, 
' the income to be applied to the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, the 
London Jewish Hospital, and to certain non-Jewish charities. 
A grant of £35 was yoted to the school at Hamadan (Persia), for 
, purposes of instruction in English. 


2 The Joint Press Committee's Proposed 
Publications. 
Mr. F. S. Spiers,¢O.B.E. 
| TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—It is a matter for astonishmeni that the proposal of the Joint 
Press Committee to issue a series of bouklets giving positive information 
7 about Jewish life and Jewish ideals should have given rise to some 
bostile criticism. In 1919 an admirabie estimate by the late Joseph 
| Jacobs of Jewish contributions to civilisation was published by the 
Jewish Pablication Society of America. So faras I remember, this book 
was received, and very properly received, with a universal chorus of 
approval. Neither your contributor “ Mentor,” nor the League of British 
Jews, nor my friends Mr. Elkan Adler and Mr. Leonard Stein, raised 
the slightest objection to its publication on the ground that it was 
undignified, or that it would give the anti-Semites precisely what they 
' wanted. (Why it should be more undignified to set forth facts about 
Jewish life and ideals than it is to tell the trnth about Zionism or about 
“Jews of Many Lands,” may perhaps be explained by Mr Stein and Mr. 
Adler at the next meeting of the Council of the Angio-Jewish Association.) 
. Now that the Joint Press Committee proposes to imitate the excellent 
example set by the late Joseph Jacobs, and, indeed, by innumerable 
other expositors of Judaism and Jewish history, a volume of 
criticism has arisen which can only be described as utterly 
unreasonable. Even if there were no anti-Semitism the publication of 
such a series would be vf much value. We live in a democratic age, and 
it is highly necessary that what we stand for and how we live should be 
made accessible, in an attractive form, to the largest possible circle of 
readers. The matter of apol getics does not arise at all. It is no more 
undignified for Jews to set forth the truth about themselves and their 
teaching than it is for scientists to explain to the public the true import 
and value of science, or for sociologists to teach the democracy the 
principles underlying the various schemes of political thought. 

The view of the Joint Press Committee is—if I may venture to speak 
on its behalf—that the better way to meet anti-Semitic attacks is not 
by apologia, but by the dignified course of giving positive information 
about Jews and Judaism, for this will create a soil of intelligent appre- 
ciation and understanding in which the poisonous seeds of hatred and 
misreprexentation will find it difficult to germinate. 

Dr. Daiches has already dealt with the criticism, which has been 
a source of abundant amusement to its authors, of the title suggested 
° for the first book of the series. The title “All About the Jews” 
; | was proposed because it was considered it might prove attractive; 
probably a more accurate and dignified title shonid be sought. 
This is a detail; what is really important is that a cheap and 
readable book should be available-perhaps something on the 
lines of the larger work by Mr. Israel Cohen, against which, by the 
Way, no objection has ever been raised—setting forth the salient 
facts about the Jewish people as it exists to-day; its numbers and dis- 
" ; | tribution, its occupations and interests, its virtues and failings, its ideals 

and aspirations. Later on would follow booklets giving in fuller detail 
the position the Jew holds in the various activities of modern life; in 
religion and thought, in science, letters and arts, in commerce and 


4 18 much more besides, could be expanded into a popular account of the 
ri manifold contributions Jews and Judaism have made to the world’s 
precious heritage of civilisation. 


It has been objected that nobody will buy or read these books. That 


a is a matter of opinion. Personally, I believe many wil! by them if they 
F mf are well written, attractively produced, and low in price. Much good 
7 would be done even if only Jews read them. Of course they will not bs 


read by the millions, unless a volume can be produced dealing with 
Jewish contributions to divorce and football. But public opinion is made 
by the few who think and not by the many who are led; and the series 
will serve its purpose if it isin any measure read by the quite considerable 
body of general readers having some serious interest in life, which does 
desire to know something about that Jewish influence which has vever 
failed to interest and perplex, and which in so mysterious a manner has 
been a potent fact in the world’s history for over 2,000 years.

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


CLXXVI.—Rabbi Simon ben Yochai, Scholar and 
Hermit. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

Ona certain day, some time about the middle of the second century, 
three prominent and well-known Jewish teachers, Rabbi Judah, Rabbi 
Jose, and Rabbi Simon ben Yochali, were discussing Roman civilisation. 
The first praised the achievements of Rome, and particularly the building 
of cities, the erection of bridges, and the institution of public baths. 
Rabbi Jose was silent; but the third of the group, who was evidently a 
man of character, one who formed his own opinions and did not hesitate 
to express them, was contemptuous of what Rome had achieved. Bridges 
the Romans had built, but in order to levy toll; baths they had erected, 
but for their amusement; and if they had built cities, they had filled them 
with their abominations. A Roman spy overheard the conversation and 
reported it to the proper quarter. An edict went forth for the arrest of 
the scoffer. It was no light matter to speak disrespectfully of Roman 
achievements in a country ruled by Romans. 

The culprit fled and, together with his son, hid in a cave, where they 
lived for twelve years. Food and water they obtained in a miraculous 
fashion. In this cave they spent their days and nights studying Torah, 
sitting covered in sand right up to their necks. At the end of twelve 
years, the Prophet Elijah stood at the entrance of the cave and called 
out, “Who will inform the Son of Yochai that the Emperor is dead and 
his decree annulled?” The Prophet spoke and disappeared, and the two 
hermits left their cave and came once more among human kind. 

They saw men ploughing, and said “ How these people are neglecting 
Life Eternal for the things of the world!” Now, wherever Ben Yochai 
cast his glance a flame of fire issued from his eyesand burnt up the object 
of his gaze. A Voice from Heaven thereupon called out, “ Did you leave 
the cave only to destroy My universe? Get you back to your hiding-place |" 

The two returned to their cave and spent another twelve months 
there. In that year they learnt wisdom, and when they came into the 
world again, they realised that daily life must go on, and that men and 
women must participate in it to the best of their ability. 

Their thirteen years’ sojourn in the cave produced sores on their 
bodies and tended to darken their minds. When they first left the cave 
Ben Yochai actually declared that it was wrong for a man to laugh heartily 
in this ows TS om "JON. Butin due course 
his sadness left him. His mind recovered, and the hot springs of Tiberias 
also restored health to his body. for this he was grateful, and he 
exclaimed, “ Here a miracle has happened ; I must do something practical in 
gratitude.” He discovered that one district in Tiberias was not a proper 
place for priests to dwell in, and he set about making ita fit babitation 
for them. It is also said that he instituted a local market and improved 
the coinage of the district. 

The miraculous adventure of Ben Yochai is well-known; it 
testifies to an age of human faith; the story might have been taken 
out of a medieval chronicle of legends. But it has been pointed out that 
there is a very real moral in the conclusion of the story. Atthe end of 
the twelve years Simon ben Yochai and his son had learned to renounce 
the world and its ways, thinking only of heaven. From a Christian point 
of view, they might have been regarded as saints; from the Jewish point 
of view, their apprenticeship was not complete, and they were ordered 
back to their hermitage. Only when they recognised that the world and 
life in it, with everyday duties and everyday work were not to be 
eschewed but cultivated, they became saints in the Jewish sense. 
Christianity demands renunciation of the world; Judaism seeks to bring 
religion into the world. “Seek me and live,” Amos criesin the name of 
God. “I will walk before the Lord in the land of the living,” the Psalmist 
sings. Ben Yochai recognised the miracle, and in gratitude orgavised 
something which would advance the everyday life of the community. 
To bring down God into everyday affairs is distinctly Jewish. 

Simon ben Yochai must have been a popuiar man, seeing that he 
became the hero of so striking a legend. He lived in Palestine between 
140 and 163 ofthe Common Era. A man of brilliant brain and indepen. 
dent judgment, he sat at the feet of Akiba, to whom he was devoted with 
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all his soul. For thirteen years he was in Bene B’rak, studying and 
perfecting his knowledge. He was a remarkable student. “ He learns 
much,” his fellow-students said of him, “and forgets little, and what he 
does forget is but the chaff of his knowledge.” 
bw His life through he was a student. He 
had no other calling. After the death of Akiba, he founded a College in 
Tekoa. There thousands of students flocked to his lecture halls. But 
he never forgot that learning was but an aid to life. “Live the Torah,” 
he used to say, “it is more important to do than to know.”— 

Yet he loved knowledge. His devotion to knowledge was essentially 
Jewish. But he was also a practical man. When, on one occasion it 
was necessary to send a deputation to Rome on some Jewish matter, he 
was chosen to be of the deputation because of his abundance of 
commonsense. Lovable too, he must have been; he left a tradition 
behind him of great popularity. Down to this very day, his tomb 
is still pointed out to visitors to Palestine. Palestine he loved with all 
his heart. “God gave three gifts to Israel,” he once said, “ but each was 
obtained only by suffering. They were the Torah, Palestine, and Life 
Eternal.” Though he valued learning much, he believed that a good 
name was greater even than learning. “Three crowns there are,” he 
used to say, “the crown of royalty, the crown of the Torah, and the 
crown of the priesthood. A good name, however, excels them all.” 

Ben Yochai recognised the call of life and its problems. But he 
realised, too, that life without devotion to ideals, and especially to learn- 
ing, might degenerate into something unlovely. To Ben Yochai learning 
was therefore a great matter. ‘“ He who leaves a son to study the Torah 


is as though he had not wri "D, was 
a dictum he often propounded; and he preached what he practised. To 
him we owe the legal or Halachic commentary on Numbers and Deuter- 
onomy, known as the BSifre, “EO or 235 "S53 “50, which is a noble 
monument to his scholarship. 

Yet tradition has dealt hardly with Ben Yochai. The legend of his 
hermitage stamped him as a mystic, and as a mystic he has come down 
in history. He has been made responsible for the Zohar, a work 
originally completed in Spain in the thirteenth century, in the form of an 
Aramaic commentary on the Pentateuch. Rabbi Moses Shemtob de Leon 
was the author, and he incorporated in the commentary mystic lore, 
secret messages from on high, and Kabbalistic doctrines collected from 
ail manner of sources. The Zohar may be described as a Mystic 
Midrash, and the aim of its author was to bring inward peace to the 
many seekers of his day whose minds were torn between the old- 
fashioned faith of their fathers and the philosophic criticism of the age. 
The Zohar was intended to be a sort of religious narcotic; it ministered 
to the imagination rather than to tne intellect. Yet it contains much 
that is of permanent religious value; and here and there its thoughts 
about God are magnificent. One passage from the Zohar has crept into 
the Prayer Book ; it commences and is recited when the scrolls 
are being taken from the Ark. | 

Rabbi Moses thought that if he issued his work under the name of a 
great Rabbi of old, he would thereby increase its popularity. Whom 
Should he choose as author? Whom else indeed but Rabbi Simon ben 
Yochai, who had spent thirteen years in meditation of holy and secret 
matters? For atime Ben Yochai was believed to be the author of the 
Zohar; in due course, however, the true author was discovered. But in 
the minds of the populace Ben Yochai continued to be honoured for his 
connection with the Zohar, and Christians as well as Jews looked to bim 
as & messenger of Divine truths. Indeed, there is an inscription in 
Hebrew near the entrance of the Passau Cathedral with the following 
words: “ Holy, holy, holy is the Lord of Hosts, the whole earth is fall 
of His glory ” (Isaiah vi.). Then follows in Latin: “ Holy is the Father, 
Holy is the Son, Holy is the Holy Ghost. R. Simeon Johai!” That 
such doctrine should be associated with his name would probably make 
R. Simeon turn in bis grave. But the inscription only shows how in the 
minds of Christians, towards the end of the fifteenth century, Rabbi 
Simeon ben Yochai was regarded as the great apostie of mysteries. 

Oriental Jews think of him in the same way. In Baghdad, for instance, 
the mere mechanical reading of the Zohar is held to be a great religious 
act capable of achieving marvels. In sickness, at the birth of achild, oron 
the death-bed, the Zohar is read regularly, and there are even professional 
Zohar readers, who will read you so many passages ata price. Afterthe 
Friday evening meal, as part of the table hymns, a mystic song in praise of 


RK. Simeon is sung in most houses. The chorus may be roughly translated 
as follows: | 


Bar Yochai, Bar Yochai, 
Thou wilt anointed be 
With oil above thy fellows. 


What a. curious fate! The Great Jew who stood for the unity of 
God is made responsible at Passau for the Christian doctrine of the 
Trinity; while the Rabbi whose whole life was spent in learning and 
study and in the exercise of his intellect, has become the hero of Jews 
who have raised aloft the mere mechanical recitation of an Aramaic 
mystery book into a religious duty higher far than the application of 
brain power to religion. Rabbi Simeon was athinker; he has become the 


Apostle of reciters of words. Truly, Destiny sometimes plays strange tricks 
with us.

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The B’nai Brith in Germany 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHR INICLE. 
WITH 


JUDICIAL PRIVY COUNCILLOR BERTHOLD TIMENDORFER, 


BRIEF message from our Berlin Correspondent last week 
recorded the fact that Dr. Berthold Timendorfer bas just 
celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary of his tenure of 
office as Grand President of the German District of the 
International Order of B'nai B'rith. Asatestimony to the affection 
and esteem in which Dr. Timendorfer is held by the. tbousands of 
brethren of the Order in Germany a 
large charitable foundation has been 
co!lected, which will bear his name and 
be at his disposal. Dr. Timendorfer 
was born in 1853, at Rosdzim, near 
Kattowitz, and was educated at a private 
school conducted by his father and later 
at ‘‘Gymnasia” at Gleiwitz, Beuthen, and 
Ratibor. He was originally destined for 
a rabbinical career but elected to follow 
law, and since 1877 he has practised as 
an advocate in Berlin. In 1898, he was 
appointed a notary, and in 1910 he 
received the title of Judicial Privy 
Councillor. Apart from his work in the 
B'nai B'rith, which has absorbed a great 
deal of his leisure, Dr. Timendorfer has 
been an active communal worker. From 
1905 to 1911, he was a member of the 
Council of the Berlin Jewish Community 
and from 1908 to 1921, Vice-President of 
the Hilfsverein der deutschen Juden. He also bad been associated 
with the German Jewish Citizens’ League and other Jewish organisa- 
tions. Toa representative of the Jewish ( hronicle, who visited him in 
Berlin, Dr. Timendorfer has given an interesting account of the 
activities of the B'nai B'rith in Germany. 


THE ORDER’S BEGINNINGS. 

“The B'nai Brith,” said Dr. Timendorfer, “fills a very important 
place in the lives of the German Jews, and there is probably no Jewish 
organisation in the country which is more completely representative of 
German Jewry. As you are doubtless aware, the Order was originaliy 
established in America as long ago as 1843, but it was not till 1852 that 
the first German lodge was established in Berlin. The movement spread 
rapidly, and new lodges were set up in: most of the big cities and many 
smaller centres. In 1885, there were a sufficient number of lodges to 
warrant the establishment of a Grand Lodge. The first Grand President 
was the founder of the original lodge, Julius Fenchal; he was succeeded 
by Dr. Louis Maretzki in 1887, and I followed bim on bis retirement in 
1898. Ihad been a member of the Berthold Auerbach Lodge in Berlin, 
of which I had been President on more than one occasion. I became 
Vice-President of the Grand Lodge in 1898. At the time there were 
thirty-three lodges with 3,274 memvers; there are now ninety-seven lodges 
with about 14,000 members. This, in spite of the fact that eleven lodges 
have been eliminated as a result of the war. 


DEVELOPMENT WORK. 


“I do not know that it is necessary for me to say much concerning 
the initial difficulties which the Order encountered in Germany. 
Suffice it to say that we had to overcome a good deal of prejudice 
and even active hostility from several quarters, including that of the 
Freemasons who saw in our organisation a rival, though we made no 
pretensions to invade masonic territory. When I assumed the Grand 
Presidency, most of these difficulties had been overcome, and I was able 
to devote my energies to consolidating and developing the Order. I made 
many journeys all over Germany to instal new lodges and must have 
presided at over forty such functions. I regarded, and still regard, the 
_ Order as an important Jewish work supplementing the synagogue and 
indeed doing things which the synagogue is unable to do, and appealing 
to people who take bo interest in synagogal affairs. Nevertheless the 
Order is firmly based on Jewish priuciples, andin view of the assimilative 
tendencies which have manifested themselves so strongly in Germany it 
is no small thing that this organisation should bind together many 
thousands of Jews in their own interests and those of their co-religionists. 


CHARITABLE WORK, 


“ Benevolence,” said Dr. Timendorfer, “is one of the main principles 

of the Order, and the German brethren bave understood it in full measure. 

One useful piece of work which the Order has accomplished is the training 

of Jewish hospital nurses, and before the war 39 nurses had been trained 

and 6 probationers were still being trained. Thirty-two of our nurses 

rendered war service, twenty-one receiving the Red Cross medal as well 

as other distinctions. In 1907 a children’s orphanage was established 

from which 35 pupils bave been discharged, and there are now 21 inmates. 

We have also established an institution for mentally defective children. 

Since its existence 120 boys and 70 girls have been trained and enabled to 
become useful members of society. A labour exchange does very valuable 
work, and we also co-operated with the Hilfsverein in caring for 64 pogrom 
orphans, and with the Berlin Jewish Community in establishing a central 
German Jewish archives bureau. During the war we maintained a horpital 
train, which made 75 journeys and dealt with 570 officers and 16,175 men. 
About 100,000 meals for soldiers were provided. Ali this has been done 
by the Order as a whole. Individual lodges have also done valuable 
charitable work. Thus there are numerous children’s holiday funds and 
convalescent homes, homes for women and soldiers, milk funds, homes 
for the aged, etc. There are, in addition, numerous benevolent and loan

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funds which, especially in the present economic difficulties, render 
ncalculable services to needy members of the Order. 


RELATIONS WITH AMERICA AND ENGLAND. 


“ Our relations with America, where the headquarters of the Order 
is situated, have always been of the most cordial description. We did, 
it is true, not without some difficulty, secure a measure of independence 
for the German district, but that did not imply any breach in the 
integrity of the Order as a whole. During the war, when the United 
States entered the conflict, the situation naturally became complicated, 
and there were brethren in Germany who advocated a breaking-away 
and the full independence of the German lodges. I set my face resolutely 
against this course of action and [am happy to say that I succeeded in 
avoiding any such breach. The very last message which reached 
Germany from America wasa cordial letter to me from the Graud Presi- 
dent of the Order in America, Bro. Kraus, transmitted by the returning 
Austrian Ambassador, and directly postal communications were 
resumed ‘I received another message from him expressing his 
delight at the fact that the brethren on both sides of the Atlantic 
might once more co-operate in harmony for the pursuance of 
their common ideals. The American brethren have been very helpful in 
assisting us to repair some of the ravages of the war. Iam glad to state 
also that very cordial relations exist between us and the London Lodge, 
and I have been much touched by the fact that our brethren in London 
have sent a special representative to attend the festivities organised in 
honour of my semi-jubilee. These relations, I am convinced, will help 
to cement peace and goodwill, which we all hope may soon be restored 
all over the world. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


“There is another aspect of the Order's work on which [ should like 
to lay stress, and which I have been very keen in fostering. I allude to 
the sisterhoods and leagues of youth which have growo up out of the 
Lodges, aud which are doing splendid work. Most of the Lodges have 
sisterhoods attached to them, and these in several cises are banded © 
together in federation. The co-operation of Jewish women inthe public 
and charitable work of the Order has been of immense value, and in the 
leagues of youth we have an important recruiting ground which will 
ensure the future of the Order’s work. 


INTELLECTUAL WORK. 

“Not the least part of the Order’s work in Germany,” said Dr. 
Timendorfer, “is on the intellectual side. We have founded several 
‘Toynbee Halls’ where lectures are regularly delivered, and the Lodges 
make lectures and discussions on literary and topical questions a regular 
part of their activities. la this way a live interest in Jewish matters is 
maintained, and those brethren whose Jewish ties are initially slender 
are brought into closer touch with all that most vitally affects Judaism. 
We have had many discussions on Zionism, and alihough at first there 
was some reluctance to introduce a matter on which there was acute 
controversy we have now definitely adopted the standpoint that the 
rebuilding of Palestine is a general Jewish work in which we may whole 
heartediy co-operate. We have a monthly organ, in which Jewish 
matters are dealt with besides internal affairs of the Order. I think I 
have said enough to show that the Order in Germany is a very live 
organisation, and it is a pleasure to me to be able to introduce its 
activities to the notice of Euaglish readers. I ought not to conclude with- 
out some reference to our magnificent headquarters in Berlin. For- 
tunately this building was completed before the war. Its erection would 
now be an impossibility. It is an imposing edifice, of which any organi- 
sation might be proud, and if, as I understand to be the case, there isa 
movement on foot to establish a central communal building in London, 
our brethren there could not do better than follow the example of our 


Logenheim, with its spacious halls, mural decorations, and imposing 
exterior.”

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The Problem of Suffering. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the ‘* Jewish Chronicle.”’ 


“Ts not my way equal, are not your ways unequal ?"—Ezekiel 
rvitt., 25. 

In this chapter Ezekiel endeavours to throw some light on the 
problem of suffering. A generation was suffering exile which was in no 
way responsible for what had happened to Israel. Ezekiel explains that, 
in spite of the fact that people often suffer for the faults of others, it is 
nevertheless true that the righteous lives by his righteousness and the 
wicked dies by bis wickedness. Therefore people should ask themselves 
whether their own ways are equitable before they question the equitable 
character of God's ways. The same question is presented to us in the 
Rook of Job, which was written in order to discuss this very problem. 
The writer is concerned to show that prosperity is no necessary evidence 
of God's blessing, nor is adversity a necessary manifestation of God's 
displeasure. In permitting suffering to exist God has other purposes than 
many people imagine. The problem of suffering has continued to be 
discussed in all ages, and is as urgent to-day as it ever was. No abso- 
jutely satisfactory answer has ever been propounded ; so long as life on 
earth persists it will always be the unsoluble mystery. At best we can 
but offer a few suggestions which shed gleams of light here and there. 

The worldas we know it is nct yet complete. As our Prayer Book 
teaches, “God is renewing every day, continually,the work of creation.” 
We are not living in a perfected worid; practically everything of which 
we have knowledge is still incomplete. Nothing is absolutely fixed, as far 
as the development of man or the universe is concerned. That being so, 
we Can only hope to get a partial view of things. It is as though one 
were working a magnificent piece of tapestry and gazing upon the back 
of it when it was half finished, and expressing disapproval of the pattern, 
or want of pattern. To offer a justifiable criticism one must wait until 
the piece of tapestry is finished, for only then can one justiflably say 
whether he likes it or not. Man began on this earth very low down in 
the scale of being. He began as primitive man; only after count- 
less ages of striving and suffering did he develop into civilised man ; 
which justifies our saying that pain, sorrow, trial, difficulty, danger, 
disease and death, all forms of mental suffering and physical pain are 
instrumentalities employed by God as the means of developing 
the primitive brute into ascending man. God's ways are inscrutable. 
And yet the heart cries out for help, and the mind yearns for light. For 
ever it will remain true that the finite mind will not be able completely to 
understand the infinite purposes of God. And yet our Father has given 
no reason and conscience as His representatives by means of which to 
seek, however imperfectly, an explanation of His methods. Though 
much seems inexplicable, much is capable of explanation. 

The universe is governed by law. Universal law is the expression 
of God's will. If we disobey that will, whose ways are blameworthy— 
God’s or ours? We ignore God’s commandments, we disobey His laws. 
What would we have God do? Should he perform miracles? Why should 
any man-obey the universal law, if be felt that, at the last moment, God 
would interfere with the operation of His law and nullify it? Would He 
not put a premium on human irresponsibility if, for any reason and for 
any person, He would perform miracles? Would the world not be given 
over to the rule of chance, if it were not under the reign of law? In His 
beneficence and His love He appeals to us to learn His law and keep it, 
for the observance thereof will bring blessing. There is no divine law 
but the proper understanding and the proper following of it will promote 
human progress and peace. We have been so created that we strive to 
avoid pain. Since pain exists, it must have some meaning. It is an 
appeal to human reasop, and a message to conscience that the divine 
law has been disregarded. Whatever the sickness that afflicts us, it 
results from the infringement of some law. God uses pain as a means of 
telling us that some law has been disregarded, and that the consequence 
of constant disobedience will be death. Ifit be asked, why did not God so 
make the world that pain should not bea necessary element in human pro- 
gress? we can only meet the question with a counter question. Would this 


_ have been for man’s ultimate benefit? Faith assures usthatit would not. 


And we may be sure that all the obstacles we meet with in life are 
intended for a blessing. There never was anything better for the 
development of the human family than that, in the early days of 
primitive life, men struck a cold world which gave them no sympathy, 
which, as it were, rejected them and thus brought into play their active 
resistance. This resistance sped them forwards. A railroad train will 
not Move on the tracks unless the wheels meet a surface which offers 
resistance and causes friction. A bird could not fly if it were not for the 
resistance of the atmosphere. Upon the ability to overcome resistance and 
friction progress depends. Then, too, pain awakens in us sympathy for 
others. Sorrow has made us tenderhearted. That is why the sorrows of 
Israel have made us the most tenderhearted of peoples. Sorrow has 
opened our eyes and enabled us to see worlds of moral light, which we 
never see in the hours of prosperity and pleasure, We are so constituted 
that we detest pain and flee from sorrow. This hatred of pain and sorrow 
is the motive to which God appeals in His desire that, for our own good, 
we keep His laws. How many of the accidents which are reported, how 
many ofthe calamities which so shock us, are caused by man’s greed, 
carelessness, or stupidity? Yet we say, “ Thy ways, O God, are not equal.” 
It is our prejudice, our self-will, that is responsible for so many of the 
ills which we attribute to God. When the horrors of war afflict society, 
when men are murdered by governmental orders, when people are in con- 
sequence impoverished, and diseases are spread abroad, we cry out 
against God, and say, “ Thy ways are unjust, weare just.” But are God’s 
ways unjust? Is it nct our ways that are unjust ?

INVITATION TO MR. ZANGWILL. 


[From our Correspondent.) NEW YORK, 

The eleventh convention of the United Synagogue of America was 
opened by Dr. Elias L. Solomon, of New York, the President, at Pitts. 
burgh, on February 12th. He deprecated the proposal to compel the 
registration of aliens in the United States, and condemned in strong terms 
those Jews who were plying the bootlegging trade under the cloak of 
religion. To remedy this abuse, be recommended the use of unfermented 
wine for sacramental purposes. Rabbi Max Drob, of New York, deplored 
the use of lard by the big bakeries. A Committee was formed to issue a 
standard uniform prayer-book for the use of the United Synagogue of 
America. The prayer-book is already in course of preparation. All 
present were urged to aid the work of the Keren Hayesod. It was 
stated that there were 170 synagogues belonging to the United Synagogue 
of America. A “drive” for 500,000 doilars to support the United Syna- 
gogue and the Jewish Theological Seminary was started at the second 
day's session, and 25,000 dollars were promised by the delegates. A 
resolution was adopted in support of the proposal for a Jewish 
World-Congress to aid in the upDduilding of Palestine. Dr. Solomon was 
re-elected President, and Messrs. Maurice L. Avner, Abrabam Cobn, 
Joseph Boch, Henry Cross, William Praeger, and Ignatz Schwartz were 
added to the Executive Committee. Dr. Jacob Kohn, of New York, is 
the Vice-President, Mr. William Praeger, the Treasurer, and Mr. Herbert 
Golden the Recording Secretary. The Rabbinical Assembly is to join in 
the United Synagogue’s half-million dollar campaign. 

The Executive Committee of the American Jewish Congress has 
decided to call the second congress of American Jews for May 27ih of 
this year. Steps will be taken immediately to arrange for the election 
of delegates. About 350,000 Jews participated in the elections to the 
first Congress in 1918, and it is expected that this year at least twice as 
many Jews will vote. A banquet has been held to celebrate the seventh 
anniversary of the preliminary conference in Philadelphia, at which the 
American Jewish Congress was created. It was decided to send an 
invitation to Mr. Israe) Zangwill to come to the United States and address 
the Congress on the position of the Jews in various countries. 

United States Commissioner Samuel. Hitchcock has rejected the 
petition of the Government for the removal of Captain Robert Rosen- 
bluth to Tacoma, Washington, on the ground that the Federal Courts 
have no jurisdiction in the matter. Accordingly he has discharged 
Captain Rosenvluth from bail. It will be remembered that several 
attempts had been made to implicate the Captain in the death of 
Major Cronkhite, who was proved by an Army Board of Eoquiry te 
have accidentally shot and killed himself. 


Jewish Marriage Reform in Turkey. 


Rabbi Nahoum and the Lausanne Conference. 


[From our Correspondent.) CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The question of the reform to be introduced into Jewish marriage 
contracts in Turkey has aroused very great interest among Jews in the 
West, as is evidenced by the large number of letters on the subject that 
have been received recently by Chief Rabbi Bidjerano. The majority 
come, strange to say, from England, and most of them bear the signatures 
of women. A letter of particular interest, received from a grand- 
daughter of the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, shows how essential 
it is that this question should be solved in a manner conformable to 
justice and good sense. As might have been expected, some opposition 
has arisen. It comes mainly from the ultra-conservative element iu 
Jerusalem, whose chief organs are drawing attention to what they 
describe as the risks of such a reform. 

All the Turkish newspapers, even those previously of anti-Jewish 
tendencies, are praising the great efforts made by the former Chief Rabbi 
Haim Nahoum, to avoid the breaking off of negotiations at Lausanne. It 
is everywhere admitted that at the last moment Rabbi Niahoum was 
able to secure from Mr. Poincaré certain concessions of a financial and 
economic nature which will serve as a basis for the final negotiations 
that must inevitably lead to the signing of Peace. Naturally, this news 
has produced a salutary effect upon the people; and itis rarely that a 
non-Mussulman has ever been so popular among the Torks, even the 
working-classes, as is Rabbi Nahoum., The part he has played at 
Lausanne in the striving for a just peace for Turkey has provided a great 
set-back for the anti-Semitic elements. The political enemies of the late 
Chief Rabbi, who were the cause of his resignation, loyally recognise the 
tremendous service which he is rendering indirectly to Judaism in 
Turkey—services which are at present of much greater importance than 
any he could have renderedin his former office. 

The Government announces in an official communication to the loci 
Press, that since the manufacture of matzoth is a religious matter, and 
consequently the affair of the Chief Kabbi of Turkey, it is forbidden 
to import or manufacture them without his authority. Matzoth 
obtained otherwise will be confiscated. By this announcement, the 
Angora Government has clearly shown its intention not to trespass on 
the religious prerogatives of the heads of non-Mussulman communities. 
In order in some measure to ameliorate the difficult financial circum- 
stances of the two principal benevolent institutions of the city, the Or- 
Ahaim National Hospital and the Jewish National Orphanage, the Chief 
Rabbinate has, for this year, ceded the monopoly of the sale of matzoth 
to these two institutions. 

The Grand Assembly of Angora decided some months ago that all 
non-Mussulman State officials should be dismissed. In accordance with 
this decision, several Jewish officials have recently been dismissed, and 
their pensions, their sole resource against starvation after thirty or thirty- 
five years’ service to their country, greatly reduced. The Chief Rabbi of 
Turkey has just been officially informed that by a new decision of 
the Assembly, Jews are not to be subject to the laws passed 
against non-Mussulmans. They are to enjoy the same rights and privi- 
leges as the Mussuimans, of course on condition that they fulfil the same 
duties. The dismissed Jewish officials have been reinstated, and orders 


have been given that pensions are to be paid to retired officials profess- 
ing the Jewish faith. 


Professor Albert Einstein. 
— 


Honoured by Madrid University. 


The University of Madrid has conferred the degree of Doctor (honoris 
causa) on Professor Einstein. 


The King presided at the sitting of the Academy of Science at which 
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Professor Einstein was elected a member. The Minister of Education 
delivered a speech offering him, in the name of the Spanish nation, anew 
home should the troubles of his own country impede the tranquil 
continuation of his intellectual studies. 

The Professor has given three lectures in Barcelona, and bas also 
addressed a meeting of the Syndicalist Club, which he informed that he, 
too, was a revolutionary, though only a scientific one. He expressed 
astonishment at the terrible proportion of illiterates in Spain (over fifty 
per cent of the population), which was paralleled only in Russia. 


King of Rumania and the Jews. 
—- -— 
Minority Clause in the Constitution. 
[From our Correspondent. | BUCHAREST. 


Following on his reception of a deputation of leaders of the Jewish 
community in Bucharest on the subject of the anti-Jewish outbreaks, the 
King has promised to use his personal iofluence for the purpose of arriving 
at a satisfactory solution of the Jewish problem. 

It transpires that it was due to the intervention of the King of 
Rumania, who had received a Jewish memorial on the subject, that the 
Constitutional Committee received a Jewish deputation which pleaded 
for the insertion of a minority clause in the Constitution. It was also at 
the request of the King that the Premier agreed to reconsider the Jewish 
demand after it had been rejected by the Parliamentary Committee. 

As a result of the many protests which have been made abroad 
against the omission of any clauses dealing with minority rights in the 
Rumanian Constitation, the Government has decided to add a new 
clause, defining the position of the national minorities. 

Professor Simionescu, who has been appoiated by the Minister for 
Education as Rector of Jassy University in place of Professor Jorga, who 
resigned as a protest against the anti-Jewish disturbances, bas written 
declining the post on account of the anti-Jewish movement among the 
students. Inaspite of the request of the Minister for Education, Professor 
Simionescu has declined to reconsider his decision. 

The Vitorul, reports that the election authorities have refased to 
sanction the Parliamentary candidature of the notorious anti-Semite, 
Professor Cuza, for one of the constituencies in Transylvania. 

Dr. Adolf Stern, President of the Union of Rumanian Jews, has 
resigned his office on accou.ut of advaucing years. He bas, however, 
expressed his willingness to continue to assist the Executive, so far as 
his health permits. 


According to a Jewish Correspondence Bureau cable from Bucharest, 
the Chief Senate of the Rumanian Universities has decided to introduce 
a numerus clausus against foreign Jewish students in the Universities of 
Rumania, this being one of the stipulations of the Christian students when 
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they agreed to drop their demand for a numerus clausus against the 
Rumanian Jewish students. it is underatoos, however, that the demand 
has been dropped only for this present year, and may be renewed. 


Anti-Semitic Students in Rumania. 


Universities Reopened. 


According to a Jewish Correspondence Bureau cable from Bucharest, 
arrangements have been conciuded between the Government and the 
Rumanian students, according to which the latter have agreed to drop 
completely their demand for the introduction of a numerus clausus against 
the Jews in the Rumanian universities, and have given a solemn pledge 
against the recurrence of the disturbances. A number of students, 
followers of Professor Cuza, have already been released from prison. One 
Jewish student is still detained incustody. The Universities were to be 
reopened on the 5th inst. Mr. Anghelesen, the Minister for Education, 
has privately advised the Jewish students not to attend lectores until the 
firat Jewish corpse is brought in for dissection purposes. At the same 
time, the Minister is conducting negotiations with the Je wish communities 
for the supply of Jewish corpses. 


The Lithuanian Government and the Jewish 
National Council. 
—-— 
Jewish Ministry Causes Friction. 
[From our Correspondent. | KOVNO. 

Tne Lithaauian Government has adopted a new course of action, 
which can only lead to friction with the Jewish National Council, 
Hitherto it had been understood that the Minister for Jewish Affairs 
should be appointed by the Government only after consultation with the 
Council. The Government has now abandoned this practice, with a view 
to obtaining ia the Ministry the services of Jews who are not associated 
with the Jewish National Movement. 

In accordance with this new departure, Advocate Bernard Friedmann, 
formerly a member of the Lithuanian Supreme Court, has been appointed 
Minister for Jewish Affairs in succéssiou to Dr. Brutzkus. The appoint- 
ment was made without consultation with the Jewish National Council. 
The new Minister is an assimilated Jew, and as-a non-Natioualist he is 
persona grata in Lithuanian raling circles. His period of office is likely 


to be characterised by considerabie friction between the Jewish Ministry 
and the National Council. 


The Jewish Correspondence Bureru understands that all officials in 
the Ministry for Jewish Affairs are handing in their resignations asa 
protest against the appointment of Mr. Friedmann. 


Polish State Schools and Jewish Pupils. 
American Quota Exhausted. 


(From our Correspondent.) WARSAW. 


As a result of the represeutations of the Jewish deputies, the Govern- 
ment has cancelled the order compelling Jewish pupils to attend the 
State schools on Saturdays. 

The American Consulate in Warsaw has received a cable from 
Washington stating that the Russian quota has been exhausted. No 
further visas are therefore being issued to Russian refugees until the 
beginning of the new quota year. The refugees are now faced with 
the danger of repatriation to Russia under the new order of the Polish 
Government. 


The Zalaegerszeg latorument Camp. 


Parliamentary Commission's Enquiries. 
[From our Corresponde:.t.} BUDAPEST. 


As a result of the interpellation introduced into the Hungarian Parlia- 
ment against the cruelties practised in the Zalaegerszeg Internment 
Camp, thirty members of Parliament were appointed as a Commission to 
visit the camp and report on conditions there. Preparations were made 
by the authorities at the camp to conceal its worst aspects; nevertheless, 
the impression gained by the Commission was a bad one. The deputies 
found that prior to their arrival the prisoners had been on a hunger 
strike as a protest against the harsh treatment accorded them by the 
Commandant, Mr. Proch. However, the Commandant resigued on learn- 
ing of the Commission's visit, and the prisoners abandoned the strike. The 
investigations of the Commission were greatiy hindered by the fact that the 
authorities refused to aliow the deputies to interview the prisoners unless 
they were present. In spite of the fact that the deputies had formed 
a bad opinion of the methods employed at the camp, the prison authorities 
hastened to issue an uoauthorised statement to the effect that the Com- 
mission was satisfied with ali it saw. 

The Socialist Party has decided to utilise the report of the Commission 
to demand the release of allinterned persons. The Government, however, 
regards the demand for the closing of the Camp as premature. Never- 
theless, the Minister for the Interior is expected toadmit the necessity of 
reforming the conditions. 

Deputy Kari Rassay, the leader of the Hungarian Liberal Party, and 
Mr. Andor Miklos, the Jewish Editor of the 4z Hs/, the chief organ of the 
party, have received parcels, which, on being opened by experts, were 
found to contain bombs, No damage was caused. Deputy Bela Fabian 
has declared this to be an attempt on the part of the “ Awakening 
Magyars” to murder two of their most prominent opponents. 

The Budapest City Council has declined to accept the bequest of the 
late editor of the Pesti Naplo, Mr. Joseph Suranyi, a Jew, who had left 
half a million kronen for scholarships. The Council has declined the 


gift because stipulation was made that 80 per ceat. of the scholarships 
should be given to Jews. , 


Latvia Rejects “Numerus Clausus.” 


A Jewish Correspondence Bureau cable from Riga reports that the 
Educationa! Committee of the Latvian Sejm bas had under consideration 
the memorandum submitted by the Council of University Professors 
demanding the introduction of a numerus clausus against the Jewish 
students, and has decided to reject the demand. 
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Unification of German Anti-Semitic Parties. 
Bomb at a Jewish Wedding. 
\From our Correspondent.) BERLIN. 


The German National Freedom Party has held a meeting in the 
Reichstag buiiding at which speeches were delivered by Deputy Graefe- 
Golde bee, Dr. Arthur Dinter, and others. It was decided to bring about 
a unification of forces between the German National Freedom Party, the 
German Socialist Federation, and the Pan-German Labour Party. The 
parties will retain their distinctive composition, bat will work together 
on a united front, principally against the Jews, 

At Braunau recently, an eighteen year old German Nationalist 
threw a bomb into a hall where a Jewish wedding was being celebrated. 
The bride was killed, and four other persons were seriously injured. 
When arrested, the assassin declared that it bad been his intention 
“to blow the whole gathering into the air.” 

Anti-Jewish agitation is still rampant io Bavaria, and the inhabitants 
of many of the smaller towns are flecing to the cities on account of the 
threats of pogroms to which they are exposed. The situation of the Jews 
ia said to be serious in the extreme. 

A conference has been beld at Froiburg of the fourth (Middle German) 
District of the German Students’ organisations from the High Schools of 
Leipzig, Dresden, Breslau, Halle, Jena, Freiburg, and Tarandt. The 
conference decided unanimously to recognise the executive elected by the 
students’ conference at Wiirzburg. It is stated that nine-tenths of all the 
German students’ organisations have now declared themselves adherents 
of the Wiirzburg Executive. The Wiirzburg conference and the Executive 
elected by it, as will be remembered, declared themselves completely in 
favour of the German Aryan idea, and called on the students to wage war 
against Jewish influence in science, and politics. 

Hans Hottenrott, editor of the MVitteldeutsche Presse, who has become 
notorious for his open iucitements to pogroms, has been fined 30,000 
marks for blasphemy. 


Anti-Semitic Rioting in Vienna. 
Jews Injured. 

A Reuter telegram, dated Vienna, Sanday, states: Anti-Semitic 
demonstrations occurred here yesterday afternoon and evening, following 
upon a public meeting of Jews at the Town Hall to protest against the 
aggressive form of anti-Semitic agitation which has recent!y been started 
here. The meeting was not disturbed, but small parties of Jews returning 
home afterwards were attacked and beaten. Tramcars also were held up 
and Jewish passengers insuited and threatened. 

The disturbances originated solely in extremist student circles, the 
leaders of the political parties and responsible representatives of the 
student bodies having promised to refrain from interfering with the meet- 
ing. The police did their utmost to maintain order and protect the 
participants in the meeting, thereby greatly irritating the students, who 
made repeated attempts to break through the police cordons. The 
disorders continued late into the evening, and seventeen persons were 
slightly injured. Nearly 100 arrests were made. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Daily FE rpress says that 3,000 police- 
men were required to prevent the sacking of the Jewish quarter of ‘the 
city. 


South Africa and Jewish Immigration. 
Anti-Semitic Feeling Denieu. 


Replying in the South African Unien Honse of Assembly to criticisms 
of the administration of the Immigration Laws, particularly with regard 
to alleged discrimination against Jewish immigrants, the Minister of the 
Interior pointed ont thatit so happened that the people at present affected 
had been mainly Jews, but denied that there was any anti-Semitic feel- 
ing on the part of the Government. The only ground, he asserted, on 
which the Government rested their policy of restricting immigrants, was 
that when unemployment prevailed to the extent to which it had done 
in South Africa, they were not justified in admitting immigrants who 
would be dependent on finding employment which could be taken by men 
already in the country. The Minister of the Interior addcd that the 
Government's policy depended entirely upon the economic conditions of 
the country,at the time, and that if economic conditions improved the 
Goverument would allow such immigrants to enter the Union. —Reuter. 


Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 
. The Situation in the Ukraine. 


Mr. Charies H. Johnson, Secretary of the New York State Board of 
Charities, who has recently returned from serving with the American 
Relief Administration in the Ukraine, gives an appalling picture of life in 
that country. Ali superfinous clothing, bedding, and furniture, he says, 
have been confiscated. A certain amount of clothing and food is displayed 
in the shops for sale, but no one can afford to buy. A suit of clothes 
costs 110,000,000 roubles. Food parcels sent by relief organisations 
abroad have saved thousands from starving. The distribution of all food 
supplies is carefully supervised by the American Relief Administration. 
The sanitary system has completely broken down. Mr. Johnson adds that 
the Jewish population suffers most of all, since it is almost entirely 
an urban population. 

The Federation of Ukrainian Jews has in the past six months 
forwarded to the Ukraine food consignments to the valine of £21,186, 
which have been distributed among 15,500 Jewish families, numbering 
60,000 persons. 


Need o: Passover Relief in the Ukraine. 


The Federation has received an urgent request from the Jewish 
community in Ekaterinoslav for Passover relief for the Jewish population 
there, numbering over 30,000, who will be compelled to eat unleavened 
bread if Passover relief is not forthcoming. They are in need of 317 tons 
of matzoth. The Federation has in the course of the last five months 
forwarded to Ekaterinoslav relief supplies to the value of £3,900, and h 
now taken the necessary steps concerning Passover relief. 


Colonial and Provincial Activities. 


The Port Elizabeth Jewish Pogrom Orphan Fund has forwarded to 
the London Federation a further draft for £60 16s. 34,, which makes up 
an amount of £441 16s. 3d. collected during the High Festivals.

C. M. SHAW, seconded by Mr. M. FELDMAN. 

Dayan A, FeLIMAN said that he was personally interested in th 
work of that synagogue, having been connected with it for a long time 
Its activities had diminished, duo to existing circumstances. Tuadis 
members had, however, done good social work. That synagogue cou! 
be regarded as an apex of a triangle looking down upon the Kast Fat. 
There were possibilities for the members to take a leading part in soct«! 
work outside their own synagogue. He saw no reason why they should 
have to import workers into the Kast End. He hoped that the Guild wou'i 
be worthy of the past traditions of the Great Syuagogu>.

Deyong) pointed out that at a meeting held on the previous Wednesday 
at New Court, for the purpose of considering what could be done to 
assist 250 immigrants who were stranded in this couatry in consequence of 
the immigration «nota in the U nited States being full, five of the gentiemen 
present were members of that synagogue. Mr, Otto Schiff was absent 
from the meeting that day because he had gone to Eastieigh, near 
Southampton, to see what could be done to assist the immigrants. 

Mr. ERNST ScHteF said that the Government had consented to allow 
the immigrants to remain in this country for four months. He appeated 
for their assistance, and as a resulf the sum of £55 was collecte:t.

Princess Joauna, his 
daughter, whose parentage, however, appears somewhat doubtful, was 
passed over iu the succession, and his brother Alphonso was adopted as 
his heir. The cause of Joanna was warmly espoused by her uncle, 
Alphonso V. of Portugal, but Joanna was evenually deserted by her 
partisans, and retired to a convent at Coimbra, Portugal, in 147%.

window and Mrs. Lipshitz followed. Aman named Osborn ran his motor.’

wards near the window, where be had been dragged by his mother.

From Mr. G. G. Wivnbourne, A.R.1.B.A., P.A.S.!. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


SIR,—-The suggestion for a Jewish Communal Hall, designed and 
erected by Jewish brains and labour, in a central position, is for an ideal 
and tangible War Memorial. 

It would become a real factor in asserting the Jewishness of our 
community. 

We Jews, unfortunately, have no building of a secular nature ina 
conspicuous position to which we can point with pride. The majority of 
Synagogues are tucked away out of sight and are architecturally very 
ordfhary structures. Is it too much to wish for a building which Jews 
coulk® feel ‘stood ‘out from its fellows ; and to which they could apply the 
term, “ That’s Ours”? 

To carry Mr. Delissa Joseph's suggestion further, I would suggest 
that a Committee be appointed, representing the bodies interested, to 
(1) draw up thé requirements for such a building, (2) invite our Jewish 
architects to enter a competition for the best design (the President of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects being asked to appoint an assessor), 
the winner of this competition to be appointed Honorary Architect. I, 
personally, would be willing to enter such a competition.

It will be recalled that Dr. de Haan was boyco by Jewish students 
in Jerusalem and other groups of the Jewish population, because of the 
attitude adopted by him on the occasion of the late Lord Northcliffe’s 
visit to Palestine. 


Palestine in Parliament. 
PLEDGES TO THE ARABS. 
HoOvusE or LORDs, 


In the House of Lords on Thursday of last ‘week Lord SYDENHAM 
called attention to the pledges given to Arab peoples, and asked His 
Majesty's Government whether they would lay on the table the corre- 
spondence in 1915 between Sir Henry McMahon and the Shereef of 
Mecca, now King Hussein, on which their predecessors based the claim 
that Palestine was geographically excluded from these pledges. The 
noble lord said that the Arabs maintained that we had not fulfilled our 
pledges, and it was essential that we should know how we stood in regard to 
this matter. He was ashamed to say that in Palestine most of the Arabs 
would prefer to return to Turkish rule rather than to live under Zionist 
administration. 

LORD LAMINGTON thought the general understanding was that Arab 
independence did include Palestine. Every effort should be made to 
bring to light the exact circumstances, and the precise wording by which 
these promises or pledges were given to the Arabs. 

The DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE (Secretary for the Colonies) said he was 
not in a position to satisfy the demand of Lord Sydenham. The corre- 
spondence was long and inconclusive, and there were strong reasons why 
publication would be detrimental to the public interest. The corre- 
spondence had reference also to a number of other subjects. The reason 
for non-publication of these documents had been set out in a White 
Paper, and had also been stated in the House of Commons by tho last. 
Government. Since he had been at the Colonial Office he had most 
carefully investigated the subject, and he could see no reason, on broad 
grounds, for dissenting from the interpretation which the late Govern- 
ment placed upon the documents. To his mind there was never any 
intention to include Palestine. 

Lord SYDENHAM asked whether it would not be possible to separate 
the particulars asked for from other matters in the documents. 

The DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE replied that there was a well-known 
Parliamentary custom that no portion of a paper could be published 
unless the whole was published. He would, however, consider whether 
any portion of the correspondence should be published. There certainly 
would require to be considerable omissions made.

Palestine Jews and Tourist Companies, 
---- 
ALLEGED ANTI-SEMITIC ATTITUDE. 


The following cabie has been received by the Jewish Correspondence 
Bureau from its correspondent in Jerusalem : 

The Jewish Correspondence Bureau here learns that the Palesting 
Zionist Executive has sent cables to the Zicn'st Executive in London and 
to the Zionist Organisation of America complaining of the attitude in 
Palestine of the various tourist companies, and asking that rcpresenta.- 
tions should be made in London and Americain the matter. Itis oxplained 
that the agents of the tourist compxnies are persistently trying to dissuade 
their clients from making use of the services of Jewish guides, chauffeurs, 
etc., and even from purchasing goods from Jewish shopkeepers. Cook’s 
Agency is charged as one of the worst offenders in this respect. 

The Jewish population in Palestine fears that there is a leliberate 
policy on the part of the tourist companies to pass over things Jewish in 
the country, and wishes that an authoritative statement should be made 
on the subject by the companies to set this fear at rest. 


Palestinian Citizenship. 
CONDITIONS FOR OBTAINING CERTIFICATES. 


The Zionist i xecutive in Palestine has issued the following statement: 

No one can obtain Palestinian citizenship definitely, because no 
Nationality law has yet been issued. 

The Palestine Governmentis, however, authorised to grant Provisional 
Certificates of Palestinian Nationality in two cases: 

1. Where persons habitually residcnt in Palestine made a declaration 
between September lst and November Ist, 1922, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Palestine Legislative Council Election Order-in-Council, 
to the effect that they propose to opt for Palestinian nationality; and 

2, Where a person born in Palestine or of Palestinian parents and 
being an Ottoman subject makes a declaration that he intends to opt for 
Palestinian nationality and to reside permanently in Palestine. 

In the second case the declaration may be made by a Pales'inian-born 
rssident outside Palestine. The British Consul before whom tle declara- 
tion is made submits the case to the Director of Immigration aud Travel 
in Jerusalem. If the latter is satisfied that the following three conditions 
are complied with, the Provisional Certificate is issued. 

The conditions are: 

1. Birth in Palestine and present Ottoman nationality ; 

2. Option for Palestine citizenship ; 

3. Proof of intention to reside permanently in Palestine. 


Archeological Work in Palestine. 
MESSAGE FROM THE PRINCE OF WALES. 


The annual meeting of the British School of Archwo>logy, Jsrasalem, 
was held at Oxford on Thursday of last week. Dr. C. F. Burney presided, 
A message was read from the Prince of Wales, who is the patron, express- 
ing appreciation of the efforts which had been made so succossfully to 
orgauise and establish the school as a working centre of British archmo- 
logical activities in Palestine, and congratulating the workers on the staré 
already made.

Sir,—iIn your issue of the 26th January, under the heading of 
“ Zionism in Holland,” there is a report of a weeting which Dr. Weizmann 
addressed in Amsterdam on behalf of the Avren Ilayecsod. In this report 
ofthe proceedings there isa statement by Dr. Weizmann that be bad 
journeyed over the whole of Palestine and not on the Sabbath, and this 


observation, if was stated, was made in reply “to a report sent to the 


Dutch Press a few days ago by Dr. de Haan, of Palestine, that Dr. 
Weizmann during his last visit motored on the Sabbath.” 


This statement is liakle to cause the impression that I had reported 


false news. ibe truth is that the newspaper WVaaerets contained tho 
following : 


On Friday, atipm., Dr. Weizmann came to Mikveh Israel together with 
Colonel Kisch and Mr. Abraham Schapira. The Director, tire teachers, the 
students with thelr band received the visitors atthe gate in an enthusiastic 
manner. Dr. Weizmann then inspected the place; he visited the buildings 
and the different branebes ot work. He was afterwards entertained to tea in 
the house of the Director, remaining there a few hours. Thence he journeyed 
to Tel Aviv. 

this report appeared in Jlaarefz. Now on that Friday Sabbath 
set in justafterip.m. The news of Dr. Weizmann’s desecration of the 
Nabbath eve created a very badimpression here, and it was expected that 
a denial would be fortheomiog from Dr. Weizmann, who stayed here some 
time after the above news was published, or at least from the Zionist 
Press Bureau, one of whose members is on the staff of Haarets. No 
denial came until about a month later, when Mr. Schapira wrote to the 
Doar Hayom, denying very vaguely what was priated in /aarei:. No 
such denial was published in Haaretz. 

All I did was to mention the note that had appeared in Jiaarei:, 
in an article that I wrote for my journal, the Algemeene Handelsblad, and 
I pewticuiarly stated the source from which my ioformatioa was derived.

A PROTEST. 


The Jewish World of yesterday printed the following letter it had 
received from a correspondent: 


{ think the public should be made acquainted with the manner 
in which Jewish institutions are sometimes treated by a certain 
section of the Jewish Press. I am a member of a Jewish ciub 
which organised recently a dance, and advertised the function in 
the Jewish Chronicle. We felt sure that the publicity which that 
paper gives among all sections of the community was sufficient 
for our purpose, and we saw no oLt;ct in spending neediessiy 
the money of our organisation, whicn is really public money. 
However, a Gay or two after the advertisement appeared, we 
received a letter from the Manager of another Jewish paper, 
in which he declared that in view of the extensive publicity 
(s'c) which his paper had been ready to give to the clab he was ied to 
protest against what he impudently called “ discrimination” in the 
issuing of advertisements. But he did not end with this protest. He 
continued with a threat, and told us that if we continued such dis- 
crimination, or in other words did not send advertisements, which we 
did not require, to his paper, we should lead his proprietors to arrive 
at the decision to regard only the interests of those clubs which 
reciprocate with their advertisements. What this exactly means I 
am unable to say, but I suppose itis anattempt to get us to advertise, 
whether we wish to or not, whether we think the paper a desirable 
medium or not, whethor we think it can give us any publicity worth 
speaking of or not, andinthe event of our not doing so, to be at the 
pain of being ignored in i's columns. 

I am writing to you—I need scarcely say that the paper referred 
to is neither the Jewish Chronicle nor the Jewish World —in case other 
institutions are subjected to this abominable and vulgar cadging. I 
have heard different stories about the paper in question, and of the 
manner in which it holds a pistol at the head of Jewish institutions, 
demands their advertisements, an’ threatens alternatively their life.

From Councillor A. Harris. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sin,—As a Trustee of the Federation of Synagogues, I would ask you 
to allow me a little space in your valuable paper, 80 that I may make 
clear some facts concerning the matter of Mr, R. Katz and the Bloomsbury 
Synagogue, reference to which has appeared in your columns, 

I would, however, ‘in the first place particularly point out that our 
Secretary, Mr. J. E. Blank, acted throughout with the unanimous con- 
currence of the whole of the Advisory Committee when he informed the 
Bloomsbury Synagogue of the ineligibility of Mr. Katz as a delegate of 
the Federation. Moreover, what was done was strictly in accordauce 
with the rules and regulations ofthe Board. You may take it for granted, 
therefore, that there were no personal grounds either on the part of Mr. 
Blank or the Committee, but only a desire to abide by the Board's 
regulations. 

Now I would like to ask Mr. Katz why he was so very anxious to 
become a delegate to the Burial Board of the Federation, and for what 
purpose he endeavoured first to become a representative of the Blooms- 
bury Synagogue and afterwards of the Stepney Orthodox Synagogue. Mr, 
Katz resides at Hampstead, and therefore is not likely to be a worshipper 
16 either of the Svnagogues named. If Iam not mistaken he is a member 
of the Hampstead Synagogue and, further, is a prominent member of the 
West End Talmud Torah, which has its own Burial Society and cemetery. 
Why, then, I ask was he so determined to become in such haste a 
lelegate to the Burial Board of the Federation ? 

Iam bound to say that lam strongly of opinion that you ought to 
aave heard both sides to the controversy before you criticised an officer 
of the Federation, who has been Secretary for nearly thirty-seven years. 
4s to Mr. Samuel Wenter, a letter from whom appeared in your columns, 
{ should very much like that gentleman to state the whole of the facts 
xoncerning his association with the Federation and the West End 
falmud Torah. 

In regards to the letter which Mr. Libgott addressed to you, you said 
hat it was rude in its terms. I can only say that Mr. Libgott himself isa 
traightforward and upright man, who is never rude to anybody. Asa 
natter of fact, Mr. Libgott did take an objection to certain words in that 
etter, as it was drafted for his signature, though what he objected to had 
\othing to do with the controversy betweon Mr. Katz and the Bloomsbury 
jynagogue. What Mr. Libgott objected to concerned journalistic etiquette, 
nd I feel it necessary to state that his letter was signed by him at 
0, Old Broad Street, after Lord Swaythling had initialled the draft 
opy of it. 

I wish, in conclusion, to repeat that whatever has been done in 
egard to Mr. Katz and the Bloomsbury Synagogue, as well as the

Both teachers 
and parents should unite in bringing up the new generation to become 
good Jews. They were always delighted to see the manner in which the 
children performed each year the Hebrew sketches. David Litt, the boy 
who was to have taken the princi part in that day’s performance 
fell ill, and he (Mr. Goldbloom) was immediately able to find a 
substitate to take his place. A young man named Moser, a former pupil 
of the Bethnal Green Talmud Torah, was able to perform after one 
rehearsal, notwithstanding the fact that he had left the Talmud Torah 
and had been at work for overa year. That showed the great love the 
children had for true Jewish education and for their Hebrew language. 

Kalrich, 
specially arranged and revised for the pupils by the Principal, was 
performed by about eighty pupils, who were dressed in oriental costumes.

Education and Consecration. 
From Mr. Barnett Samuel. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—I deprecate the fact that, out of the controversy arising over 
the supposed farcical character of our present Barmitzvah service, we 


have had, as yet, no practical suggestion of a remedy from those who 


have objected to the continuance of the present ritualistic method, 
While agreeing with Mr. Bloch (whose letter on the subject appeared in 


_ the Jewish Chronicle of February 16th) that Jewish laws and customs 


should be taught in the Chedarim, I unhesitatingly maintain that the 
Pentateuch must always be taught, for it must be remembered that the 
whole of our Jewish religion and laws are essentially derived from this 
source, 

We are, however, confronted with another serious problem—the 
inevitable difficulty as to whether the boy or girl, having concludeda 
course of study in the Religion Classes, will have a chance of maintain- 
ing the true Jewish faith. Wecan scarcely even hope that a boy or girl 
will respect the holiness of the Paw if they see their parents desecrating 
it. We cannot expecta son to kuow the Seder service if he sees that his 
father never observes the rite. 

The problem thus lies in the child’senvironment athome. Orthodox 
parents feel it incumbent upon them to train their children in a thoroughly 
orthodox way. They will endeavour to instruct and give them, as far as 
possible, a thorough knowledge of the practical laws and customs of the 
Jews. Bat, Sir, while regretting the paucity of orthodox Jews at the 
preseat time, I must say it seems to me that the economic conditions are 
such that a vast majority of the Jews have no time for any self-denial in 
regard to their own faith. They are engrossed in obtaining economic, 
financial, and material benefits, and consequently there exists the present 
feeble enthusiasm for the Jewish religion. 

Thus, Sir; we must come to the conclusion that before trying to 
introduce reforms for the benefit of the younger generation, we must 
strive our utmost to improve the present spiritual condition of the Jews 
in general, for itis the Jews of to-day that the younger generations will 
follow.

In consequence of the peaée treaties, said Mr. Levy, twenty millions 
of people had changed their national status. Jews in the affected areas 
were the smailest minority of all the minorities. Therefore the League 
was one which should appeal to their Jewish sympathies. 

Miss Nertis Apier, b.C.C., J.P., in seconding the resolution, said 
that there were two other directions in which the League worked which 
she thought must make a significant appeal to all who cared for the 
welfare of women and children. In the directions cf public safe- 
guards and moral and social bygiene, the League had accomplished a 
great deal. She would like to see more definite teaching in the schools 
in favour of the Leagite of Nations. Her late father had said, with 
remarkabie p rophetic vision, that if munitions went on increasing as they 
did, that in itself would bring peace, for the nations of the world would 
never atand it.

Mr. Hadfield, a non-Jow, has identified himself with all the activities 
of his pupils and ex-pupils, who, with almost negligible exceptions, were 
all Jews. Testimony to the excellent work he has performed in this 
very Jowish quarter of the East End can be given by many of our com- 
maunal social workers. Not only during schooldays was his intluence felt, 
but bis active association with the Berner Old Boys’ Club is mainly 
responsible for the good reputation it holds and for the successes it has 
attained. He recognised no distinction in race or creed. It was bis 
endeavour to bring out all the good in avy boy in his care, and in this he 
was markedly successful. The war record of the Berner Street School, 
with its 95 per cent. of Jews who enlisted volantarily, and its list of 
honours, among which is a Victoria Cross (awarded to Issy Smith), is a 
silent testimonial to the intiuence yielded by this gentleman, who is held 
in the highest esteem by all in the district. 


It is thought that the occasicn of his retirement should be made one | 


on which suitable expression could be given to the regard and respect in 
which he is held by bis former pupils. What form this is to take is still 
to be definitely decided by the Committee of this Ciub; but as there are 
probably some of your readers who are past scholars of the school and 
are dosirous of being associated with what is to be done, we ask you to be 
good enough to bring the facts we mention to their notice through the 
medium of your columns.

Would 
you send her some reading matter and a bulge showing her to be an 
authorised collector, and when in London next time she would dearly 
like to visit the Home. Would you like meto send her money 
monthly, quarterly, half-yearly or annually? I¢ is not much, but 
every little helps, and she is very interested, 

It occurs to me that the spontaneous action of this little friend of 
“ Norwood ” opens up possibilitios of materially adding to the funds of 
which we are in such urgent need jast now. We know how successful 
have been the efforts of the Children’s Orphan Aid Societies which so 
regularly support us, but up and down the country there are thousands of 
children who are in no way approacied to help their bereaved little 
brothers and sisters in the Institution. If the parents of such children 
would put the idea before them of forming similar Jeagues, 1 am sure 
substantial resu'ts would follow, resulta which would not alone materially 
assist “ Norwood,” but would bring happiness to the little voluntary 
workers on its behalf.

It I were asked which is the most inspiring saying of the Rabbis ; _ 
would be inclined to cast my vote for that famous dictum “If I am not 
for myself, who will be for me; and being for myself what am I; and 
if not now when?” I think that saying has helped the Jewish people 


greatly during the ages, and it contains a great many lessons which a — 


jittle reflection will enabie us to deduce. tH 


SELF-RELIANCE. {| 


“Tf Tam not for myself who will be forme?” Dire necessity haa 
taught the greater part of the Jewish race the importance of self. 
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reliance. The Jew has been forced to depend on himself, on his own 
resources, his own courage, his own inner strength. He has had few 
friends, few advocates. In times of peril and distress, when in his 
despair he has anxiously cast his eyes around to seek a refuge and 
support, he has been reminded that he must look to himself for 
salvation, and not depend on others. It is this habit of self-reliance 
which has enabled the Jew to survive. When they have abandoned 
it they have met with disaster. The kings of Israel called in the aid 
of Egyptand Assyria, and they nearly perished. Ata later period the 
Jews summoned the aid of Rome, and again they called on themselves 
&@ great catastrophe. The Jew has always been safest when he has 


relied on himself. 


SELF-CONCEIT. 
And yet this self-reliance must always be tempered with bumility- 


“ Being for myself, what am 1?” 


That is the question the Jew must 


ask himself, His aid really comes from heaven. There is the source 
of his inner strength. Prophet and Psalmist warn us against conceit, 
against the fond delusion that we have done everything, thatour power 
and riches have rendered us impregnable. The war has taught us that 
riches may vanish in a night, and the potentate of yesterday may 


become the beggar of to-morrow. 


We are but specks of dust floating 


in the sunbeams of eternity. We must therefore be humble and seek 
our strength whence all strength proceeds. 


IF NOT NOW, WHEN? 


The last question of all is perhaps the most important: “If not 
now, when?” How often has the Jewish people dailied with its vital 
problems! How often do we as individuals put off till to-morrow what 
should be done to-day! The rabbis taught that the sinful man should 


repent the day before his death. 


How can he know when heis to die ? 


Exactly! Therefore let him repent to-day! But the problem is most 
acute for the nation as a whole, especially at the present moment, 
when Jewry has a chance of securing its future. “If not now, 
when?” Delay to-day may mean destruction for ever. Even the 
youngest of us should ponder this position, and remember the warning 


of the Rabbi of old. 


OUR DEBATE. 
TOLERANCE AND INTOLERANCE,

The following letter is from Esther 
Levenstein, of Birmingham, who maintains that intolerance is a 
characteristic trait of the Jewish people—I do not know how many
